READY FOR THE CAMPAIGN 


THE REPUBLIOAN STATE OOM- 
MITIEE ORGANIZES. 
GEN. JOHN N. KNAPP ELECTED CHAIR- 
MAN—CHANGES IN*THE EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE. 


The campaign in this State was formally 
opened yesterday by the Republican State 
Committee, which held a meeting at the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel to devise ways and means to con- 
duct the canvass, and, parenthetically, to elect 
officers and select an Executive Committee. 
Only one of the “ big four” was on the ground, 
the personal representative of the President, 
the dethroned boss of the party, Mr. Frank 
Hiscock, who wandered about the corridors in 
his characteristically impressive manner, talk 
ing solemnly with committeemen, but creating 
no enthusiasm. 

Mr. Thomas C. Platt, the real boss of the- 
party, found his express business of more con- 
sequence than a gathering of his political slaves, 
and he left the hotel at 9 o’clock in the morning 
for his down-town office. Itis safe tosay that Mr. 
Platt was better informed of what the commit- 
tee proposed to do before the meeting than Mr. 
Hiscock knew after it took place, Mr. Warner 
Miller was not there. He has no use for this 
committee, and his enterprising friends, such 
men as Henry G. Burleigh, Isaac V. Baker, Jr., 
H. H. Warner, and George West, who have made 
committee meetings in the past lively and enter- 
taining, were conspicuous by their absence. 
The last member of the big four, Mr. Depew, 
was represented in the person of his devoted 
friend and advocate, Gen. James William 
Husted, who arrived from the Adirondacks an 
hour before the meeting was called, with more 
confidence than ever that he will break the 
record as a legislator and Speaker of the Assem- 
bly next Winter. : 

There wore chunks of solid harmony diatrib- 
uted between the members, but this was at- 
tribatable to the fact that the preponderating 
influence in the committee is Platt influence, 
and it would be tantamount to nigh treason to 
distribute apy other kind of a sentiment at this 
time. 

The problem that troubled the committee 
most was that embracing finance. Not a few 
regretted that the party had antagonized the 
liquor dealers, for, as one of them put it, “‘ Look 
at Hill. He can levy as much tribute as he 
pleases beyond the handsome fund of $100,000 
that these gentlemen have promised him and 
give 15,000 votes, while we are practically out 
in the cold.” In spite of this the members of 
the committee talked in the most confident man- 
ner of the State ticket and predicted its certain 
success. Reports from the Senatorial districts 
were equally cheering, particularly from the 
close and doubtful ones. “All that we re- 
quire,” said one of the more sanguine leaders 
from the Western part of the State, ‘“‘are plenty 
of workers and plenty of money.” The com- 
mitteemen werein doubt as to the character 
of a campaign that will be conducted. Some 
of them wanted to rely upon the argument 
of last Fali—boodle; others favored a campaign 
of intelligence, while there were those who 
strenuously opposed “stump . speeches.” 
“Why,” as one of the committeemen put it, 
**you no more could trust Gilbert on the stump 
than you could safely put a can of dyaamite 
under a trip hammer.” It was commented on 
as singular that Mr. John I. Gilbert, the Repub- 
lican candidate for Secretary of State, should 
be overcome with a desine to go out on the 
stump now, when he took the position before 
he was nominated that the campaign should be 
prosecuted on a literary basis. 

Tae committee was called to order. by Gen. 
John N. Kuapp, who explained that this dusy 
devolved on bim as Chairman of the old com- 
mittee.. Gen. Husted, with the breezy odor of 
the Adirondack pines about him, nominated 
Gen. Knapp as Chairman of thenew committee, 
“because,” said the Westchester statesman, 
“ of his distinguished servicesin the past .and 
of his personal worth, bis experience, and abil- 
ity.” ‘This struck the committee as about right, 
and the nomination was made by acclamatiou. 

Clerk Chickering of the Assembly trom tle 
Lewis district nominated Frank Sullivan Smith 
as Secretary of the Committee. Mr. Smith 
shook his head. Mr. Chickering said many pleas- 
ant things of Mr. Sinith, who presently observed 
that he wished to retire from politics, and could 
not accept the office. The committee did not 
agree with him, and elected him in spite of his 
protest. Mr, Smith promised to serve. 

Young Timothy L. Woodrutf, the youngest 
member of the committee and the “ungrateiul 
nephew” of his uncle, proposed that his fellow- 
townsman from SBrvokiyh, ex-Congressman 
Deacon Stephen Van Cullen White, be reuominat- 
ed freasurer. Mr. Woodruff dia not say go, but 
every wember of the committee thought that 
the Deacon, being & Wali-street man and hav- 
ing made a prodigious reputation as a fund- 
maker in the last campaign, was just the man 
tor the place because of his great financial con- 
nections, The committee could tind no handler 
man for the berth, and the Deacon was there- 
tore established for the campaign at the same 
old stand, where contributions Will be received 
on the same old terms. * y 

These complimentary preliminaries finished, 
Congressman John A. Quackenbush of the Rens- 
selaer District made the motion for the appoint-. 
ment of the Executive Commitie& As the 
mover. of the proposition Mr. Quackenbush’s 
name was the iirst read, and he therefore be- 
comes the Chairman of the committee. His col- 
leagues Will be Frank Sullivan Smith, Secretary ; 
timothy L, Woodruff, Stephen Van Cullen 
White, Col. 8. V. R. Cruger, Sheridan Shook, 
Judge Solon B. Smith, Gen. James W. Husted, 
Benjamin B, Odell, Jr., Louis Payn, William L. 
Proctor, Charles A. Chickering, Hobart Krum, 
Gen. John N. Knapp, Edwin L. Adams, George 
Washington Aldridge, and Editor O. G. Warren. 

The changes in the cummittee are the substi- 
tution of Congressman Quackenbush as Chair- 
man for Gen. Knapp. Theretiring members are 
Cornelius Van Cott, Rebert H. Hunter, both oi 
whom are Federal officers; Clarence W. Meade, 
whois willing to become one; Cornelius N. 
Bliss, Israel F. Fischer, George Campbell of Al- 
bany, Gorge W. Dunno, J. E. Eggieston, and 
Albert M. Mills. The men who take their 
places are Messrs. Woodruff, White, Cruger, 
shook, Odell, Payn, Proctor, Krum, and Adams, 
Tne members who bold over are Messrs. Quack- 
enbush, Smith, Knapp, Husted, Aldridge, War- 
ren, and Chickeriug. Thére will be no Vice 
Chairman this year. Mr. Piatt, of course, con-

While the committeemen were emphatic in 
their reports for Republican success, there were

NOW THEN, MR. BLAINE, 


HERE’S A CHANCE TO DISPLAY YOUR 
BRILLIANT FOREIGN POLICY. 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 3.—Mr. Charles E. Coates, 
Jr., of this city, a graduate of Johns Hopkins 
University, will go to Washington in a day or 
two to lay before Secretary Blaine a complaint 
of outrages inflicted upon him while traveling 
in Switzerland last Summer. Mr. Coates has 
been completing his studies in Germany, and 
last August, in company with Mr. George D, 
Mumford of New-York, was making a tour of 
Switzerland. They journeyed to Berne, and on 
the train they metacouple of Americans who 
did not. speak German. When Berne was 
reached all four took'a carriage drive about the 
city and returned to the station, had dinner in 


the restaurant, and went out on the platform 
to wait for the train for Interlaken. 

While standing quietly there Mr. Coates heard 
his name called, and looking up saw his ac- 
quaintances of the morning being escorted 
down the plattorm by an officer. As they passed 
him one of them said: ‘‘What is the matter 
with the fellow? He must be drunk.” Know- 
ing they spoke no German, he asked the officer 
what he wanted, but was simply told to **Come 
along too.” Mr. Mumford was arrested at the 
same time, and the four were taken into a small 
room with a glass door vpening upon the plat- 
form. There they were kept tor two hours for 
the traveling public to look at. 

The detective who made the arrest would not 
give any reason for his action. Then they were 
taken to Police Headquarters and separated. 
Mr. Coates was taken before the Justice, 
searched, questioned, and sent to prison. No 
charges were laid ayainat him, ne had been 
given no opportunity to clear himself, and the 
officials would. not. let him make a statement, 
He had with him a tetter of credits a passport, 
@ student’s card from Heideiberg, private let- 
ters and bilis of lading on goods shipped to 
London, and considerable money. The ceil he 
was given was flithy and dark and swarming 
with vermin. He was kept three days on prison 
fare, gruel and black bread, 1m solitary confine- 
ment, ali the while ignorant of the charge 
against him or when he would be examined. 

At the end of the fifth day he was released 
with an apology and was told it was all a mis- 
take. Mr. Coates and Mr. Mumford then went 
to see the Judge who was to have tried them. 
He agreed it was a mistake and an outrage and 
that they were entitled to damages, which, 
however, would have to be awarded by the 
Federal courts. They then went to the Ameri-’ 
can Consul and told him their story, but he 
said he could do nothing. Mr, Coates wrote 
to Minister Washburn, and the latter stated he 
would get an official apology trom the Swiss 
Government. Mr. Blaine will be requested to 
take action in the matter.

THE VIRGINIA DEMOUOORATS. 


THEY WILL MAKE A VIGOROUS CAM- 
PAIGN TO DEFEAT MAHONE. 


RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 3.—If the Democrats 
take the advice of Senator John 8. Barbour, the 
Acting Chairman of the State Committee, the 
campaign against Mahone will be red hot from 
now until the day of election. The Democratic 
State Committee was in session here for five 
hours this evening listening to reports from 
various sections of the State and making prepa- 
rations for the closing weeks of the contest. 
With few exceptions, ail the reports were highly 
encouraging to the Democrats. F 

No doubt is felt about Manone’s defeat by a 
good majority. Mr. Barbour, though, who is 
practically the head of pe Democratic organ- 
ization of the State, 18 taking nothing for 
granted, but 1s working like a beaver in every 
section of the State. In discussing the situation 
before the committees this evening he urged that 
the Democratic stumpers should call things by 
their proper names, and not be mealy-mouthed 
about discussing Mabone and the real issues. 
His advice is suré. to be acted on. It was re- 


ing the southwest—the great white section of 


the State—with dodgers and other campaign 
documents. Mr. Barbour does not have much 
contidence in that sort of warfare. He said to- 
night: “Ir I had the campaign money that 
Mahone has, or will have, he might have ali the 
documents he wants.” Tne Seuator urged upon 
the committee the importance of interesting 
the ladiesin the campaign. “They have ren- 
dered splendid service,” said he, *‘in other con- 
tests in which so much was at stake to the 
people of this Commonwealth, and will do so 
again if asked.” 

It was stated to the committee that there are 
evidences that Mahone has already commenced 
the use of money in some of the counties in the 
Ninth District. Mr. Barbour says the campaign 
1s in better shape than he has known for Many 
years. Notwithstanding this, he does not in- 
,tend to allow overconfidence in the success of 
the Democrats to cause him to cease to put 
forth his best eftorts during the balauce of the 
struggie. In reply to a question by the writer 
as to whether the Democrats would get any 
considerable number of negro votes this year, 
one of the most prominent politicians in the 
Petersburg district saia this evening: 

*Our distrist—the great black belt of. the 
State—is the key to the whole situation. I be- 
lieve it can be carried and will be carried.” 

The significance of this prophecy will be ap- 
preciated when it is understood that the Peters- 
burg district has for years invariably returned 
Republican majorities ranging from four to 
eight thousand. The Democrats, though, made 
powerful inroads upon the negro vote last year, 
and according to the authority quoted—the best 
in the State—expects to do much better this 
year.

COMMIT SUICIDE, 


THE FIRST RESULT OF CLOSING THE 
DENS IN NEW-ORLEANS. 


NEW-ORLEANS, Oct. 3.—Mayor Shakespeare's 
order closing the gambling establishments has 
borne its first fruits, though it is fair to presume 
they are not of thespecies which his Honor had 
in mind when he issued it. The order was to 
take effect this evening at 6 o’clock. Karly this 
morning Joseph M. Marcus, a young Hebrew 
mercnant anda silent partner in one of the 
tabooed houses, sent a bullet through his brain 
within a few paces of the main entrance to the 
parish prison. Insomnia and the fear of Joss to 
be suffered from the closing/of the gambling 
houses are supposed to have caused the act, 
Later in the day Napoleon Bonaparte White, 
one of the most familiar figures of the local 
gambling iraternity, was found dead in his bea 
in a lodging house on Custom House-street. A 
vialin which atew drops of a decoction of mor- 
phine still remained lay near the corpse, and 
left no room for doubt as to the cause of death. 

About the time that.the order was being drawn 
up yesterday and the Mayor and Unhief of Police 
were conferring upon the matter White became 
very despondent, and intimated to his triends 
that he had provided a means of avoiding the 
threatened@trouble, and, besides, had purchased 
a pistol which he proposed tu use in case his 
first venture miscarried. White was an en- 
gineer by profession, and for years before the 
war served on a Mississippi River steamer. 
From this post he graduated into a steamboat 
gambler, plying his trade as he journeyed up 
and down the river. When Walker planned 
his famous expedifion to Nicaragua in 1856 
White was one of the first to enroll 
himself in the band, and after the final collapse 
of the expedition be drifted back to his old 
haunts here. During thé war he made a busi- 
nese of furnishing substitutes for those drafted 
into the Federal Army, and by this and other 
means accumulated a considerable fortune. He 
had several sons who were all of bad character, 
and in endeavoring to save them trom the pun- 
ishment which their offenses deserved his 
wealth melted away. He returned to gambling 
as the only means of earning a livelihood, ana 
for years past had officiated as lookout, dealer, 
or in other capacities in the faro banks of this 
city. 


A BOUM IN IRON AND SIEEL, 


PRICES HAVE ADVANCED AND THE TEN- 
DENCY IS STILL UPWARD. 
PITTSBURG, Oct. 3.—The iron and steel busi- 
ness, of which Pittsburg is the acknowledged 
centre, is enjoying a boom, and the trade out- 
look tor the Winter has never been better. 
Within less than two months steel blooms and 
billets have advanced $6 per ton in price, and 
the tendency of the market is still upward. 
Blooms and billets are now quoted at $33, 
and are scarce at that. Trade reports say that 
the demand exceeds the supply and orders are 
placed away ahead in many mills. In the first 
week of August billets were plenty at $27 and 
$09 50, and on Sept. 1 they could be had at 
29 and $29 50. Bessemer pig has also ad- 
vanced and is now quoted at $19 and $19 25, 

which 1s nearly equal to the advance in steel. 

James Laughlins of Jones & Laugnlins, 
which firm, one of the most extensive here, on 
Wednesday received a heavy order for steel 
billets at $33, said to-day: ‘‘The advance on 
billets and blooms is due to the advance on raw 
material, and that, of course, comes from an in- 
creased demand. Fora long time iron and steel 
have been selling at less than the cost of pro- 
duction, and the mills were eas, *? running just 
because they were forced to, ow the market 
has improved, and manufacturers are receiving 
afair price for their products. Ilook for the 
improvement to continue, and think it will. 
Prices will not go to the extreme, but will soon 
settle down at a good figure. Trade is in a 
healthy condition, ana the prospects for the 
Winter are excellent. 





** In the nail trade there is also a marked im- 
provement, The prices are not yet quite up to 
the card rate, which/ is $2 50. The steel rail 
market is also in splendid condition, and the 
demand is excellent. Rails are quoted at $32, 
and but few to be had at that price It is 
thought that $35 will soon be reached. Last 
June they were $27 50. 

**Old rails are advancing at $26 50, and 
other classes of steel and iron are going upward 
in proportion. In the last few days Bessemer 
pig iron has stiffened from $18 75 to $19 50, 
and a heavy consumer said to-day he doubts if 
he could buy 100 or 1,000 tonsa for less than $20. 
This isan advance in the past five weeks of 
between $5 and $6. Altogether the boom 
rivals the memorable advance of 1884.”

MET DEATH ON THE RIVER 


A MISSISSIPPI STEAMBUAT 
BLOWS UP. 

THE CORONA’S BOILERS BURST AND 

FORTY PERSONS KILLED—THE CAUSE 

OF THE EXPLOSION IS A MYSTERY. 


NEW-ORLEANS, Oct. 8.—Another frightful dis- 
aster on the river is chronicled, and the 
list of dead and wounded is heartrendingly 
large. The steamboat Corona, a stern 
wheel owned by the Ouachita River Con- 
solilated Line, left New-Orleans at 5 
o'clock Wednesday evening with but little 
freight aboard, but her passenger list was long. 
At 10 g’clock this forenoon, while she was 
fifteen miles below Bayou Sara and 165 miles 
from New: Orleans, nearly opposite the historic 
Port Hudson, there was a sudden, terrific shock, 
an awful quiver, and then smoke and steam and 
confusion every where, 

Her boilers had exploded and the explosion 
had a downward tendency, blowing out the 
bottom of the boat and causing her to sink im- 
mediately. The cabin was torn in two, the rear 
portion floating down stream and bearing 
® number of persons who clung, to 
1t for dear iife The vity of Sst. 
Louis, which was about five hundred 
yards above, at once put out her boats, which 
did noble work in saving lives, ‘fhe Anchor 
Line steamer staid there several hours, render- 
ing all the assistance possible and taking on 
board the rescued passengers and crew. When 
nothing more could be done, she came on down 
to Baton Rouge, where physicians were sum- 
bee and everything possibie done for the in-

WORK OF A ORAZY NEGRO, 


A CHURCH CONGREGATION FIRED UPON 
WITH FATAL EFFECT. 

MOBILE, Ala., Oct. 3.—The assassination com- 
mitted in the church at Moss Point, Miss., last 
night was cold-blooded, entirely without cause. 
It seems that a half-witted negro, crazed with 
religious mania, went out last night with his 
double-barreled shotgun, and, seeing the people 
seated quietly attending their devotions in the 


Presbyterian church, fired off both barrels {of 


his gun through the open front door of the 
churoh. 

There was so much consternation among the 
eongregation that many thought that an organ- 
ized attack was about to be made on them. So, 


instead of pursuing the assassin, they shut the 
door and could hardly be persuaded to open 
it even to the friends who were 
attracted to the church by the noise of the gun. 
Meautime the negro escaped rouna behind the 
church and into the woods. He was seen, bat 
those who saw him had no Idea that a marder 
had been committed. So far the negro has not 
been apprehended. 

In the church all was confusion. Mr. Daniel 
K. MoInness was found seated in his bg dead 
with his head resting on his hand and twenty- 
five buckshot in bis boay. Miss Nellie, his 
eldest daughter, screamed and fell over with: a 
buckshot in her neck near the base of the 
brain. She is thought to be fatally injured. 
Mr. Henry Blumer was badly hurt with five 
shot, one of which passed completely through 
his shoulder. 

The pews and wall of the church in line with 
the aim of the gun were sprinkled with shot, 
but no one else washit. Searching parties were 
organized at onee, and the river was also pa- 
trolled in boats, but though many suspected 
negroes were captured they all proved their 
innocence and were released, + 

The negro is known to have come recently 
from Mobile here. He was regarded as a harm- 
less crank, who went about pretending to 
prophesy the coming of the end of the world 
and other events. 





A. BIG FINANOIAL SCHEME. 


MEXICO’S PLANS FOR CONSOLIDATING 
HER NATIONAL DEBT. 


City OF MEXICO, via Galveston? Oct. 3.—A 
proposition has been made for the consolidation 
of two of the banks here into a great State bank, 
which is to have a capital of $100,000,000, and 
which will buy up the consolidated debt of the 
country and hold it as a basis for note circula- 
tion. European bankers are to furnish the money 
needed to carry the gigantic plan through. 
It is learned that the plan is not regarded 
favorably by the banks to which the proposi- 
tion has been made, but the scheme may now 
take another form, for in some shape or other 
@ plan will be carried out for reducing the in- 
terest obligations of this country by eonsolidat- 
ing ali its debts. The credit of the country 
stands high, the revenues of the Government 


are steadily increasing, and the most influential 
classes in Mexico are engaged in business un- 
dertakings of various kinds. In a word, they 
are attending strictly to practical affairs. 

If, as is probable, the entire indebtedness of 
the country, including the railway subventions 
coming due in the next twelve years, and all 
existing forms of indebtedness should be con- 
solidated in a gold loan of $200,000,000 at 4% 
per cent.,, Mexican credit would be made firm 
for nearly half a century, for the coun- 
try can easily bear the weight of interest 
and the sinking fund requirements, being able, 
besides, to give sound securtty on public lands 
in various parts of the republic. Money has of 
late been freely offered the Government, and 
itis now merely a question which form the 
financial reconstruction will take. 

There is great business activity here. Rail- 
way construction to the value ef fully #50,000,- 
000 is under way or soon to be undertaken. 
The money is all pledged in England. The 
Government is not extravagant, as it is the am- 
bition of President Diaz to put the country on a 
sound financial basis. 

The Inter-oceanic Railway will open to Perote 
by the middle of the month.

THE CONTEST IN THE EIGHTH DISTRICT 
REPUBLICAN JUDICIAL CONVENTION. 


BUFFALO, N., Y., Oct. 3.—One day has gone by, 
thirty ballots have been taken, and the Repub- 
lican Judicial Convention for the Eighth Dis- 
trict 1s no nearer a solution of the problem that 
confronted it this morning than it was when the 
delegates had been finally elected. Five candj- 
dates are before the convention. There are 
thirty delegates, and sixteen votes are necessa- 
ry toanomination. Judge Barker of Chautau- 
qua County, whose term expires this year, start- 
ed in this morning with 13 votes, 9 from Erle 
County, 2 from Genesee, and 2 from Wyoming.

PRIOR TWO OENTS 
HEROES OF THE CIVIL WAR 


AN IMPRESSIVE CEREMONY 
AT WEST POINT. 
PORTRAITS OF GRANT, SHERIDAN, AND 
SHERMAN UNVEILED BEFORE A DIS- 

TINGUISHED ASSEMBLAGE. 


West Pornt, N. Y., Oct. 3.—A most excellent 
portrait of Gen. U. S. Grant was presented to 
the Military Academy two years ago by Mr. 
George W. Childs and was hung in a conspicu- 
ous position in the cadets’ newly-decorated 
mess hall. That same year, in honor of the 
hero of the rebellion, the hall was called “Grant 
Hall,” ana the name was put in massive stone 
letters above the entrance to the room. Mr. 
Childs was President of the Board of Visitors 
that year, and among those veterans of the war 
who came up to attend the graduation exercises 
were Gen. Sheridan and Gen. Sherman. 

They both admired ths portrait, and as they 
were standing before it with the donor, that 
generous gentleman conceived and expressed 
the desire to add their portraits to the aecora- 
tions of the hal. Both the veterans consented 


. to sit for their portraits, and they were painted 


without much delay. They were sent to West 
Point last June, and to-day, in the presence of 
alargeand distinguished audience, they were 
unveiled. The subject of one of them had an- 
swered his last roll-call. Gen. Sheridan dia not 
_live to see the completion of his portrait, but 
Gen. Sherman was here and took part in the 
imposing ceremonies. Interested spectators 
were the delegates to the International Ameri- 
can Congress, who arrived this morning on 
their special train. Mr. Childs, too, was here, 
accompanied by a party of tnirty-five gentle- 
men. 

The South American delegates arrived at 5 
o’olock, were met at the station and were driven 
to the residence of Superintendent Wilson, 
where a distinguished company had assembled 
to welcome them. The battalion of cadets had 
been assembled half an hour previously, and 
was drawn upinline on the plain. The Secre- 
tary of War was the first to alight from the car- 
riage and step upon the veranda of the Superin- 


tendent’s quarters. He was warmly greeted by 
Gen. Sherman, Gen. Horace Porter, Gen. Van 
Viiet, Mr. George W. Childs, Wayne MacVeagh, 
and the academic and military staff of the post. 
There was an immense crowd of spectators con- 
gregated under the trees on the edge of the 
plain, and the battalion of cadets marched in 
review before the visitors and then to Grant 
Hall, the crowd quickly following, and ina 
twinkling the hall was jammed with peopla A 
platform had been erected at the north end of 
the room, where the portraits of the three great 
Generals—Grant, Sherman, and Sheridan—huag 
on the wall, each veiled in a United States flag. 

The gathering was probably the most notable 
that has assembled in many years at the his- 
toric academy. Among those present were 
Gen. Horace Porter, Gen. Fitz John Porter, Col- 
lector Erhardt of New-York, Gen. Sherman and 
his old classmate, Gen. Van Vliet; Judge Hor- 
ace Russell, Senator Pierce, Wayne MacVeagn, 
and the distinguished foreign representatives. 

The exercises were opened with prayer by the 
Chaplain of the post, the Kev. Mr. Postle- 
thwaite. The Superintendent then raised nis 
hand, the tap of a dram followed, and the flags 
fell from the pictures. The battalion presented 
arms, the band played “ Hail, Columbia,” and 
the audience sprang to their feet and cheered. 
Gen. Horace Porter was then introduced and 
made the presentation address. He euiogized 
the three great soldiers eloquently and at great . 
length, and of the portraits themselves he said: 

“ Two years ago there was selected as President 
of your Board oi Visitors a citizen of Philadelphia, 
whose heart is as large as his purse and whose gen- 
erosity dwells in a land which knows no frontiers— 
Mr. George W. Childs. His thoughtiulness prompt- 
ed his liberality to procure for the Academy these 
gifts which are to grace its walls. 

“The likeness of Gen. Grant was execated by 
Mrs..Darragh of Philadeiphia. It was made from a 
photontaph taken by Gutekunst of that City in 

$85, which Mrs. Grant and a numberof the Gén- 
eral’s friends considered the best of the many pict- 
ures taken of him just after the war. Kepresenting 
him as he appeared nearly thirty years ago, his feat- 
ures do not seem so familiar to those who saw him 
only in later years. Soon after this portrait had 
been placed upon the walis of what is now known 
as Grant Hall, Mr. Childs requested Gen. Sherman 
and Gen. Sheridan to permit him to have their like- 
nesses prepared, in order that he might present 
them, to the Military Academy and have them hung 
besid® the portrait of the iilustrious chieftaia who 
had passed from earth. Mrs. Darragh was commis- 
sioned to execute both of these portraits. In the 
preparation of Gen. Sherman's picture her chief 
guide was the famous portrait of him painted by 
Huntington fifteen years ago, and her aim was two 
represent the General as of that period. Gen. sher- 
idan sat for his portrait and the same artist painted 
it from life, representing the Generai as he am 
peared but a short time before his lamented deatk.’’ 

The address was followed by “‘The Star-Span- 
gzled Banner,” played by the band, the audience 
standing. Superintendent Wilson, in a short 
address, accepted the portraits. The Secretary 
of War then made a few remarks. 

Gen. Sherman, who during all these ceremo- 
nies had sat on the platform with folded hands

TOPEKA, Kan., Oct. 3.—After three days’ ses- 
sion the Deep Harvor Convention adjourned to- 
day. The actions of the delegates had boen 
harmonious until this morning, when some of 
the Kansas representatives came outin favor of 
the three-harborsscheme embodied in a minority 
resolution reported by 8. B. Watts of Louisiana, 
Their suggestions were rejected, and the con- 
vention adopted the following majority reso- 
lutions with great enthiisiasm:

oné feasible harbor on the northwest coast of the 
Wulf of Mexico, which would not only afford very 
much chéaper transportation, but which, by our 
organic law, is under the exclusive care ana control 
of Congress, and 

Whereas, A vast and rapidly developing area ly- 
ing west of the Mississippi River, comprising more

THE MAINE MONUMENTS DEDIOATED. 
GETTYSBURG, Penn., Oct. 3.—The sixteen 
monuments erected by the State of Maine on 
this battlefield were christened to-night. At 8 
o'clock the County Court House was crowded 
with 400 veterans of the Pine Tree State and 
the usual quota of citizens to witness the formal 
exercises of dedication. It had been the inten- 
tion to hold them at the rostrum in the National 
Cemetery at 10 o’clock this morning, but in 
order to give the entire day to the field a post- 
ponement was made until to-night. Gen, 
Joshua L. Chamberlain, ex-Governor and the 
Colonel of the fwentieth Maine Regiment, made 
the opening address and then took the chair 
as presiding officer. Gen. Charles Hamlin of 
Bangor, Chairman of the Executive Committee 
and Assistant Adjutant General of the Second 
Division of the Third Corps and Inspector of 
Artillery, made the addresg presenting the 
monuments to the Governor of the State. Gov. 
Edwin ©. Burleigh accepted them and then 
transferred them to the Battlefield Memorial 
Association, J. M. Krautz, the Secretary, re- 
cciving them, The memorial address was made 
by ex-Gov. Belden Connor, and the Rev. G. R. 
Palmer of the Nineteenth Maine Regiment 
closed the exercises with the benediction. 

The monuments are of granite, and are appro- 
priately inscribed. They are situated as follows: 
Third Infantry, in the Peach Orchard; Fourth, at 
the Devil’s Den; Fifth, at Little Round Top; 
sixth, at Wright-avenue, hear Taneytown Road; 
Seventh, at Wolf Hill; Sixteenth, at Reynolds- 
avenue; Seventeenth, in the South Wheat fleld; 
Nineteenth, at the clump of trees; Twentieth, 
(two monvments,) at Little Round Top and Big 
Round Top; First Cavairy, four miles east of 
town; Hall’s Battery, on the Chambersburg 
Pike; Stevens’s Battery, on Culps Hill; Dow’s 
Battery, at Hancock-avenue; Sharpshooters’, 
on Snyder farin.

WITH SUPPLEMENT. 
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The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
Jor to-day, in this city, fair, slightly warmer 
weather. 








Among the members of the Chamber of 
Commerce there are some who warmly ap- 
prove Secretary WINDOM’s choice of the 
Bowling Green site for the Appraiser’s 
Stores. These gentlemen have made an act- 
ive, vigorous canvass of the Chamber with 
a view to obtaining a reversal of its recent 
action disapproving the Bowling Green site. 
At the meeting of the Chamber yesterday 
Mr. WINDOM’s zealous friends were beaten, 
the following resolution being adopted by 
a vote of 41 to 34: 


‘* Resolved, That the Chamber of Commerce 
reaffirms its previous expression of opinion that 
the Appraiser’s warehouses should be located 
near the shipping which brings most of the mer- 
chandise sent to said warehouses, and that to 
force a large volume of merchandise traffic into 
the office section of the city of Bowling Green 
would do violence to the natural laws and tend- 
ency of trade, inconvenience the pedestrian 
and traveling public, and sacrifice the interests 
of a large majority of those merchants whose 
merchandise is sent to the Appraiser’s Stores.” 


The Mercantile Exchange, in resolutions 
still more emphatic, condemned the Bowl- 
ing Green site, and “earnestly requested 
that the Appraiser’s Stores be not situated 
below Canal-street, or perhaps Laight- 
street.” The Secretary of the Treasury 
will do well to change his mind. 
If he is a candid ‘man he must 
be convinced by this time ‘that. he 
has made a mistake, and if he is a wise man 
he will correct the mistake with all possi@le 
promptness. The importers, who are the 
persons chiefly interested in the choice of 
the site, and the leading commercial organ- 
izations of the city are opposed to the 
selection of the down-town site. That 
is, pretty good evidence that it is 
not the proper selection; and any- 
body whe knows the city of New- 
York knows that for the public welfare 
and convenience in the use of the streets 
it is about the most improper one possible. 
If Mr. WrnpooM persists in his purpose he 
will simply confirm the impression already 
existing that his judgment has been guided 
in this matter by persons who have private 
interests to serve.

The 
important point is that there is one man on 
whom the accumulated shame of all these 
things falls, no matter who else may be 
engaged in them. That is the man who 
promised that “the interest of the public 
service should alone suggest removals,” 
“that fidelity and capacity should be the 
only sure tenure of office.” His name is 
BENJAMIN HARRISON, and every time he 
takes part in a transaction of this sort he 
deepens the stigma of personal dishonor 
and of official treachery that he has chosen 
to affix to his name. 


How far West Virginia would be ‘secured 
to the. Republicans by putting Gen..Gorr 
in the Department of Justice remains to be 
seen. Unquestionably that State has shown 
steady Republican progress for the last 
dozen years, and itis fair to assume that a 
direct impetus in that direction from any 
source would carry it over to the Repub- 
lican side. But whether Gen. GOFF’s ap- 
pointment, if preceded by the promotion 
of Mr. MILLER to the Supreme Court, would 
furnish that impetus or not it would be rash 
tosay. It is not unfair to assume that the 
éhange would be, or would be believed to 
be, a part of the scheme to renominate and 
elect Mr. HARRISON, who, if nominated, 
would ‘be very glad to get along without 
New-York, and that might work against 
success even in West Virginia, as well as in 
other States. Mr. Marcy is said to have 
remarked to Mr. STEPHEN A. DouUGLAS, 
apropos of his chances for the Presidency, 
that ‘he would never get there if he rode 
so like—”’ well, so- very hard. Yet Doua- 
LAS’Ss pace was a gentle amble compared 
to that at which Mr. HARRISON is urging 
his beast. 








It will be recalled that M. SECRETAN and 
his associates in the Copper Syndicate car- 
ried on their great speculations through 
the agency of a great manufacturing com- 
pany, the Société des Métaux, and with the 
assistance of a well-known bank, the Comp- 
toir d’Escompte. The world’s copper was 
bought under the terms of the three years’ 
contracts by the manufacturing company 
and ostensibly to be used by it. The con- 
tracts were guaranteed by the bank, one 
of the largest institutions of its kind-in 
France. Five of SECRETAN’S associates 
were Directors of the bank and of the 
manufacturing company. Other Directors 
of the bank had a pecuniary interest in the 
great scheme, It was not difficult, there- 
fore, for the members of the ring acting as 
Directors of the bank to procure guarantees 
for the contracts which, acting as Directors 
of the manufacturing company, they had 
made with the mines. The liquidator of 
the ruined bank brought suit against these 
Directors and also against all of their asso- 
ciates in the board and the heirs of the man- 
aging Director, who killed himself when the 
speculation collapsed. The court has de- 


‘cided that the Directors who held seats in 


both companies, the President of the bank, 
and the managing Director’s heirs must 
pay $3,000,000; that ten other Directors 
must pay $1,200,000, and that $200,000 
must be collected from the bank’s censors. 
The contracts were clearly in violation of 
the bank’s charter and by-laws. Some of 
the Directors thus fined have already suf- 
fered so much loss by theruin of the Syndi- 
cate that the court’s demands will leave 
them scarcely anything. 


PARTY PRETENSES. 

It may be safely presumed that party 
platforms are read only by persons of a fair 
degree of intelligence, and such persons are 
not likely to be deceived by the pretenses 
with which they are so often crammed. 
And yet conventions are not content with a 
plaiu and direct statement of the principles 
and policies which the parties propose to 
support, but -indulge in absurd tirades 
against each other and commendations of 
themselves, which. influence no sensible 
voter. Thetwo platforms adopted in this 
State within the last ten days are con- 
spicuous examples of this “we arraign” 
and “we commend”? kind of balderdash. 
Neither of them contains a straightforward 
statement of party policy with reference to 
State affairs, and both are filled with pre- 
tenses, mainly false, as to the relative 
merits of the past action of the two par- 
ties. The Republicans at Saratoga took to 
themselves credit for various measures 
passed by “Republican Legislatures,” in- 
cluding certain tax laws and the act pro- 
viding for the proper discipline and em- 
ployment of convicts, but not one of these 
was a party measure or carried by one 
party against the opposition of the other, 
and though passed by Legislatures in which 
the majority was Republican, they were 
supported by Democrats as well and ap- 
proved by Democratic Governors.

_pive provisions for an industrial census of 
the State. The Governor refused to ap- 


any other. There was no attempt to reach 
a reasonable agreement, and in the obsti- 
nate partisanship of both sides to the con- 
troversy the enumeration failed. The Re- 
publicans provided for a Constitutional 


that made sure of its control by themselves, 
It was not a fair measure and the Governor 
would not sign it, Again obstinate parti- 
sanship on both sides defeated all action. 
Another conspicuous instance of platform 
pretense is to be found in the treatment of 
the excise and ballot-reform questions. The 
Republicans at the Saratoga Convention 
failed to declare specifically either for high 
license or for the Australian system of vot- 
ing, which throws suspicion upon their 
sincerity in passing measures for those re- 
forms in the Legislature at a time when 
they were fully assured in advance that. 
they would be vetoed. There was always 
some doubt whether these measures would 
have had sufficient support from the party 
to pass them if Executive approval had 
been probable. Still, the Saratoga Conven- 
tion took great credit to the party 
for passing them, while it carefully 
refrained from any pledge to sup- 
port similar measures hereafter. The 
Democrats at Syracuse pretended to be in 
favor of restraining and regulating the 
liquor traffic by “‘just and equitable excise 
-laws rigidly enforced,” but it has been im- 
possible to devise any really effective -re- 
strictive legislation that they would sup- 
port. They pretend now to have been in 
faver of the Commission bill of last Winter, 
but they were never put on record upon it, 
and it is doubtful if they would have sup- 
ported it if it had been brought forward by 
the Republicans. In fact, the Governor, 
who made the Svracuse platform, con- 
demned it in advance in his own message. 
The Democrats make loud pretenses of 
favoring ballot reform, but in the same 
breath denounce the best measure for the 
purpose that has been yet devised. That 
which they were willing to support last 
Winter was a transparent sham. 

The condition of parties in this State as 
represented at their conventions is partly 
due to the divided responsibility and conflict 
of interest that springs from having the Leg- 
islature controlled by one party and the ex- 
ecutive branch of the Government by the 
other. This breeds violent contention, ex- 
treme partisanship, and an attitude of hy- 
pocrisy on both sides. It is also largely 
aue to lack of principle and of scruple 
in the leadership of such men as Gov. 
Hirt and Tuomas C. Puatr. Neither is 
seeking the public welfare or the. advance 
of any reform in the State. Each is try- 
ing to use a party organization to serve his 
own selfish ends, and until the rank and 
file of parties is honest enough and resolute 
enough to cast off such leadership we shall 
have pretense in place of principle and 
partisan trickery instead of appeals to 
popular intelligence and the public con- 
science. 








ANOTHER CRY OF WISDOM. 
The associated woolen manufacturers 
have not yet established their right to 
speak for all who are interested in the tax 
on wool. As we have pointed out hereto- 
fore, a nunrber of the best men in their own 
industry are not in harmony with the 
officially expressed views of the association 
but think them fatal to the-progress or even 
to the maintenance of the industry. And 
now, of all places in the Union, from Phil- 
adelphia comes a most -vigorous protest 
against the doctrines of the association in 
regard particularly to carpet wool. This 
protest, which is in the American, nat- 
urally bears the authority of Mr. WHaAR- 
TON BARKER, who is one of the most 
sincere as he is one of the most intelligent 
and energetic of the advocates of protection 
in the United States. Indeed, Mr. BARKER 
enjoys the rare distinction, so far as we are 
able to judge, of being a protectionist by 
conviction, and nursing in his patriotic 
breast all the delightful illusions of HENRY 
C. CaREY and the still more captivating no- 
tionsof HENRY Ciay. It is as a Protection- 
ist, with a eapital P, that he makes his in- 
dignant outcry against the tax on carpet 
wool. He feels that the men who advocate 
it or who fail to denounce it are in some 
way violating the majesty of the sacred 
cause, incumbering it with unnecessary 
and fatal burdens, opening it to the attacks 
of its foes, than the most skillful of whom 
these are more dangerous. 


“It is no business of Protection,” he as- 
serts, ‘‘to lay import duties on anything 
which we cannot produce. That may fall 
within the work of the revenue raiser, but 
notof the Protectionist. * * Then, in 
regard to wool, there is a distinction to be 
made between that made into clothes and 
that used for carpets. The former we can 
raise, and do raise, and must raise, if we 
would be independent; the latter we do not 
raise and do not want to. The difference, 
therefore, between the two wools is abse- 
lute, and the principles that apply to them 
are exactly opposed.” Then, as if to estab- 
lish his perfect orthodoxy in the protection- 
ist sect, he pronounces this shibboleth: 
“Since it is necessary for a country 
which would stand independent among the 
nations of the earth to be able to clothe its 
own people—even in time of peace, but still 
more so in time of war—it is imperative 
that we should encourage and maintain the 
growing of the sheep whose fleeces are our 
clothing wool.” No one can doubt that a 
man who would in this latter end of the 
nineteenth century avow his belief in such 
@ vain argument as this is entitled to a re- 
spectful hearing from the devotees of pro- 
tection of the old school, and the most 
fanatical of them should listen when he 
goes on to say: es 

“But it is conceded that the coarse, harsh

Mr. BARKER makes short work with the 

only objection, that has a semblance of réa- 
son, to the free importation of carpet wools, 
namely, “that the two sorts of wool cannot 
be or will not be distinguished in the Cus- 
tom Houses, and, by carelessness or fraud, 
the fine will be let in as coarse.” ‘‘ The con- 
clusive answer to that,” he declares, ‘'is 
that Protection supposes an exact schedule 
and an honest official.” ‘To the Protection- 
ists we presume that this is, or ought to be, & 
conclusive answer, and perhaps we ought 
to leave it to them to discover wherein it is 
in reality a very lame answer. But we are 
ourselves so convinced that not only carpet 
wool but all wool ought to be free of tax 
that we can point out the weakness of Mr. 
BARKER’ reply to this objection without 
fear of weakening the cause he advocates. 
Whatever “Protection supposes,” it does 
not get:an ‘‘ exact schedule and an honest 
official,” and, on the contrary, the further 
the Protectionist idea is carried the more 
difficult, the more nearly impossible, 
it is to get these things. The multi- 
plication of duties brings with it 
necessarily the multiplication of things 
taxed that resemble: each other. Now, 
along what may be called the line of 
doubt—that is, along theline of fine distinc- 
tions—there is and must bea powerfulseries 
of interests working to make the official ! 
favor one or the other construction and 
thus to make him cease to be “honest.” 
The instances of this are innumerable. Any 
importer of experience and many a manu- 
facturer with a foreign competitor* will 
assure you that impartiality in judgments 
of this character is almost if not quite im- 
practicable. 
While indicating the weakness of Mr. 
BaRKER’s defense in this direction, we do 
not need to say that we believe carpet wool 
ought to be free even if clothing wool to a 
certain extent came in free also. And we 
may add that the only radical remedy for 
ambiguities in the schedules and for error 
or dishonesty in the Custom Houses is to 
reduce duties as low as possible and impose 
them on the smallest possible number of 
articles. And, in our judgment, this would 
aid and not injure American industries., 
We hope to see the time when the principle 
will be recognized. In the meantime we 
rejoice at every instance of a convinced 
‘Protectionist like Mr. BARKER who recog- 
nizes any of the absurdities of the present 
tariff. 





THE “RERATED.” 


The administration of affairs in the Pen- 
sion Bureau is still intrusted to an officer 
who appears to have been the chief of the 
“rerating” ring whose operations while 
TANNER was Commissioner are reviewed 
with severity in the report of Secretary 
NoBLE’s Committee of Investigation. This 
officer had his monthly allowance raised to 
$72 and at the same time received $6,035 
in back pay. Since this windfall came to 
him he has—so TANNER writes to DALZELL 
—‘‘issued an order stopping all reratings,”’ 
and the removed Commissioner asks if it is 
not “contemptible that a man who had had 
that done for him, and who had acquiesced 
in it cordially in hisown case, should now 
beso pronounced against the rerating of 
poor devils” whose physical sufferings are 
greater than his. 

While SmiTH remains at the head of the 
Pension Bureau the President is seeking 
diligently, we are told, for a man the ap- 
pointment of whom to TANNER’s place will 
satisfy both the country at large and the 
Grand Army of the Republic. But the 
country at large and the Grand Army are 
not in agreement as to matters of consid- 
erable importance. The Grand Army asks 
that Congress shall pass not only a De- 
pendent bill like that which was vetoed 
by Mr. CLEVELAND, but also a Service Pen- 
sion bill, that shall give a pension to every 
surviving Union soldier without reference 
to his physical condition. The country 
at large is not, we think, in favor of 
Service Pension law, nor do we. believe it 
desires the enactment of such a bill as was 
vetoed by Mr. CLEVELAND. It does not de- 
sire that the annual pension expenses of 
the Government shall be multiplied by 
three. It will be difficult for Mr. Harri- 
sON to find a Commissioner who can warm- 
ly support the policy and recommendations 
of the Grand Army and at the same time 
enjoy the confidence and sympathy of the 
country at large. 

It is curious that even when trying to se- 
lect TANNER’S successor the President is 
confronted by the ‘“rerating”’ scandal. 
Among the prominent candidates is Gen. 
PowELu of Illinois. It is stated in our 
Washington dispatches that before TANNER 
was appointed he was Secretary NOBLE’s 
candidate for the office of Commissioner, 
and that after it was decided that he could 
not have the place his application fer a “re- 
rating” was granted and he received about 
$5,000 in back pay, An impression seems 
to prevail now in Washington that because 
of the ‘‘rerating” the President cannot af- 
ford to select this candidate. Then there 
is Gen. Brown of Ohio, heretofore a prom- 
ising candidate, who recently sent the fol- 
lowing letter to Private DALZELL—a letter 
which DALZELL promptly gave to the pub- 
lic:

DEAR DALZELL: I think I see and under- 
stand the situation as youdo.

A FOOLISH POLICY. 

It is understood that our Minister to 
Mexico recently obtained leave ‘of absence 
and journeyed to Washington in order that 
he might show his superior officer in the 
State Department how injurious to our 
trade with Mexico and our friendly inter- 
course with that country the policy recent- 
ly adopted by our Government must be. 
It is well known that Mr. RYAN is opposed 
to that policy. “I trust I shall be par- 
doned,” he wrote to the State Department 
@month ago, “ for expressing the convic- 
tion, formed from such close and careful 
observation and study as I have been able 
to make since entering upon my duties here, 
that the people of the United States have 
very largely to gain and little or nothing to 
lose by the most liberal trade relations 
with Mexico.” 

This was written in a letter by which he 
sought to draw tbe attention of the depart- 
ment to the feeling excited in Mexico by 
the action of Secretary WINDOM concern- 
ing the importation of silver-lead ores, and 
to the effect of this action upon mines and 
railroads in which a ‘vast amount of 
American capital” had been invested: Mr. 
RYAN was appointed to be Minister to Mex- 
ico in March last. For twelve years he had 
represented the Topeka district of Kansas 
in Congress, and for the greater part of the 
time had been a prominent member of the 
Committee on Appropriations. He is a pro- 
tectionist, of course, and his opinions, as 
those of a conservative man and of a legis- 
lator of many years’ experience in Congress, 
will be heard with réspect in Washington. 

The Mexican correspondent of the Boston 
Herald, @ well-known Boston journal- 
ist, who has for some years been a 
resident of the Mexican capital, declares 
in a recent. letter that “no group 
of European diplomats here, no pow- 
erful syndicate of European merchants, 
could possibly have dealt a more disastrous 
bJow at American trade interests in this 
rich and rapidly-growing country than has 
Mr. WINDoM.” The Secretary has shaken, 
he says, “‘the growing beliet among intelli- 
gent Mexicans that the American people 
were really triendly to this country, and 
has made it impossible for the Diaz Admin- 
istration, exceedingly friendly to: the 
United States, to treat American interests 
as generously as was its intention to 
do previous to Mr. Winpom’s blunder. 
No wonder that the representatives here 
of English, French, Belgian, and German 
manufacturers are chuckling over ‘the stu- 
pidity of the Yankees.’ We have played 
the cards exactly as they would have had 
us.” The smelting industry may now be 
carried on at home with European capital, 
and trade with Europe will be increased by 
a diversion of the richer ores to England, 
Belgium, and Germany. There is soon to 
be announced, we are told, ‘‘a great Euro- 
pean project?’ for absorbing a large part of 
the trade now carried on with Mexico by 
manufacturers in the United States, and 
the capitalists engaged in the enterprise are 
assured ef a cordial welcome. Commenting 
upon the commercial and industrial activity 
recently displayed in the republic, this cor- 
respondent says: ‘‘ Mexico is entering on 
the most brilliant epoch of her history; the 
miracle of the Argentine Republic is being 
reproduced here. Itisthe golden opportu- 
nity.” ° 

Itis unfortunate that the demands of a 
sinall ring of mine owners in Colorado 
should have induced our Government to 
take measures that not only are offensive to 
the neighboring republic where our trade 
ought to be increased, but also are injurious 
to certain industries in this country in 
which large sums have been invested. And 
it is a curious coincidence that these meas- 
ures work for the benefit of mining proper- 
ties in which Mr. BLAINE is said to have a 
considerable pecuniary interest.

As its 200,000 barrels will cost it on 
an average about $10 a barrel, it will have to 
put up an enormous amount of money.

THE OHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
FILES 178 PROTEST. 
A STORMY MEETING AND MUCH DE- 
BATE, ENDING IN A VICTORY FOR 
PUBLIC OVER PRIVATE INTERESTS. 


’ The meeting of the Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday was the liveliest session of that body 
for many years. The contest against Secretary 
Windom’s selection of the Bowling Green site 

- for the Appraiser’s Stores was carried into the 
meeting and fought out to a victory for the op- 
ponents of the down-town location. 

Every seat was filled, and what standing 
room there is in the meeting room was crowded. 
There was a number of Brooklyn deiegates who 
favored Mr. Windom’s site. The most promi- 
nent of these were Franklin Woodruff, James 8. 
T. Stranahan, and E. D. Bartlett. The Stand- 
ard Oi] Company has property that may be en- 
hanced in value by the location of the Apprais- 
er’s Stores at the Bowling Green site, and so 
John D. Rockeleller, Charles Pratt, and H. H. 
Rogers were there to back up their interests. 

On the side of the importers and against the 
down-town site were James McCreery, James 
M. Constable, Charles Watrous, John H. Sey- 
mour, H. K, Thurber, F. B. Thurber, and many 
others. 

Charles Watrous, Chairman of the committee 
appointed on the 6th of June last to go to Wash- 
ington and urge upon the Secretary of the 
Treasury the confirmation of the up-town site, 
made his report. On June 12 the committee 
had met Secretary Windom at Washington and 
had an interview with him, at which were pres- 
ent First and Second Assistant Secretaries 
Gen. Batchelier and Mr. Tichenor and Mr. Wind- 
rim, the Architect of the Treasury Department. 
Gustave H. Schwab of the committee had sub- 
mitted to the Secretary an exhaustive state- 
ment showing the number of packages sent to 
the Appraiser’s Stores during the past year 
and the proportion consigned to merchants 
whose stores are situated above Chambers- 


street, in comparison with the number received 
by merchants doing business below that street. 

The Secretary in reply expressed his desire 
to do whatever was in his power that would 
contribute to the convenience of the merchants 
ot New-York by affording them all reasonable 
facilities for the transaction of their busi- 
ness with the customs authorities. He was, 
however, reiuctanily compelled to say, after 
tull investigation of the title by the So- 
licitor of the ‘Treasury, who reported 
to him, that the legal difficulties in 
the way would prevent the department 
securing a perfect title to the property 
selected by his predecessor. The impression 
left on the minds of the committee at the close 
of the interview was that the Secretary, though 
debarred by the difficulties statea from select- 
ing the site favored by the Chamber, would 
either retain the present stores and remodel 
them so as to enlarge their capacity or secure a 
site in that vicinity. 

After Mr. Watrous had read this report the 
question was upon its acceptance. James-Mc- 
Creery read two lettere from attorneys of peo- 
ple owning the property at the site selected by 
Mr. Fairchild 

The tirst, from Owens, Pratt & Sturges, showed 
that titles there had been made clear by a spe- 
cial act of the Legislature, and the second, from 
John A. Mapes, indicated that the objection as 
to the use of streets was utterly untenable. 

Louis Windmuller presented a resolution that 
the selection of the Bowling Green site be ap- 
proved with a proviso for the free delivery of 
packages to merchants up town. Me wanted a 
copy of his resolution sent to all members and 
action deferred till the next meeting. 

F. B. Thurber seconéed a motion to that effect 
and then offered this substitute for Mr. Wind- 
muller’s resolution: 

Resolved, That the Chamber of Commerce reaf- 
firms its previous expression of opinion that the 
Appraiser’s warehouses should be located near the 
shipping which brings most of the merchandise 
sent to said warehouses, and that to force a large 
volume of merchandise traffic into the office section 
of the city at Bowling Green would do violence to 
the natural laws and tendency of trade, inconveni- 
ence the pedestrian and traveling public, and sacri- 
fice the interesjs of @ large majority of those mer- 
chants whose merchandise is sent to the Appraiser’s 
Stores. 


This drew the lines of battle sharply. The 
report of the committee that was cent to Wash- 
ington was accepted. F. B. Thurber defended 
his position stoutly. Hesaid the Secretary of 
the Treasury had not yet taken any formal steps 
to take possession of the property he was re- 
ported to have selected. The Chamber of Com- 
merce should reaffirm the position it had taken 
on the site. Those whose business is not affect- 
ed by the selection, he said, ought not to impose 
inconvenience on importers by putting the 
stores down town. 

Charles Watrous thought 1t was out of order 
to Sane the matter up at this meeting. It had 
been the custom to notify members when an 
important matter like this was to be discussed. 
He hoped that Mr. Thurber would withdraw 
his resolution. Mr. Thurber said: that that 
might be true of a new subject, but this was an 
old one, and he never sawa meeting of. tne 
character where s0 Many men intérested were 
present. 

jJumes 8. T. Stranahan said: ‘The Chamber 
of Commerce has already laid its vicws on this 
matter before the Secretary, and bh», in the pub- 
lic interest, has decided against you.” 

“There is no evidence of that,” said James 
McCreery. 

‘Well, you'll soon get it, if you keep guiet,” 
replied Mr. Strananan.. 

Mr. MeCreery then made a telling speech in 
opposition to the Bowling Green site. “Ihave 
seen a letter within a few days,” said he, “‘ from 
the Secretary, in which he states that if a large 
majority of the importers are in favor of an up- 
town site he is open to conviction.” He then 
went on to show the necessity of having the 
stores up town. He stated that he had received 
a package from the stores on Wednesday that 
had been there since Aug. 26; Delays were 
what the importers wanted to avoid. The 
selection of the Bowling Green site, he said, was 
‘*not in the mterest of the Government, not in 
the interest of New-York City, not in the in- 
terest of the importers, but it was for other 
reasons that the Secretary was forced into se- 
lecting this site, and it was not necessary to 
mention them here.” There was loud applause 
for Mr. McCreery when he had finished. 

James M. Constable of Arnold, Conetable & 
Co, backed him up with a short speech. Speak- 
ing of the petition that had been circulated 
among the importers asking for a change of site, 
he er that only three importers had refused 
to sign. 

c. © Shayne spoke in opposition to the 
Bowling Green site. ‘‘I have aiso received a 
letter from Washington,” he said, ‘‘ saying that 
the Secretary of the Treasury will not ingist if 
he hears that a majority of the importers are 
opposed to the site. That I receive from reii- 
able sources, No member of this Chamber, un- 
less he 18 an importer of goods, should oppose 
us in this matter. The Secretary’s duty is 
pte co f to do the will ofthe people. ‘Che stores 
should not be further down town than Eleventh- 
street.” , 

A. G. Mills made a long speech in favor o 
Bowling Green. Before he ended cries of 
* Question!” ‘Question!’ were heard on all 
sides. In spite of this impatience the discus- 
sion continued. Nathaniel Niles was the next 
speaker on the same side of the question. 

James H. Seymour spoke from the standpoint 
of aman who was not an importer, but he ob- 
jected to the down-town site because business 
down on the west side would be injured by the 
oversrowded streets. It would be an injustice 
tothe merchants down there, he said, to put 
the Appraiser’s Stores at Bowling Green. 

H. x. Thurber followed in opposition to the 
Secretary’s selection. He had no sooner start- 
ed than Nathaniel Niles arose on a point of 
order. Vice President Alexander E. Orr, who 
was in the chair, asked him to take his seat. 

*“*Can't I state my point?” asked Mr. Niles. 

“No, you are out of order. I will not allow 
you to go on.” 

Mr. Niles started to say something else, but 
Chairman Orr said: “Now, you please take 
your seat. I’ll have to rule here or leave the 
chair.” Mr. Niles sat down. 

Mr. Thurber’s speech dealt with the measure- 
ments ot certain down-town streets and the 
number of vehicies that B grace given points at 
busy times. Two thousand seven hundred and 
sixty passed Canal-street in one hour. At 
Chambers-street, where Hudson-street comes 
in, 2,960 passed. The average number of teams 
that come from and to the Appraiser’s Stores 
is something like 1,000. If these were sent 
into the jam down town business would be 
badly interfered with. **Our friends who are 
opposing us,” said he, “are making a mistake.” 

When more cries of question had subsided, 
Morris K. Jesup said: ‘The Chamber’s record 
in this matter is made.

DEATH FROM YELLOW FEVER. 


CONSULAR AGENT E. DE VILLA DIES 
FROM THE DISEASE, 

NEw-ORLEANS, La, Oct. 3.—This city has 
been so fortunate all Summer as to have had 
put one case of contagious disease reported. 
That one arrived at Quarantine from abroad, 
and, under the good medical care provided, was 
soon reported cured. To-day, however, comes 
an authentic case of death from yellow fever in 
this city which has been reported to Surgeon 
General Hamilton at Washington. 

The particulars of the case are as follows: 
Mr. E. De Villa, United States Consular Agent 
for the United States of Colombia, had been at 
Guatemala City and from there went overland 
to Livingston, Guatemala, where he took pas- 
sage on the steamship City of Dallas for New- 


Orleans on the 26th of September. The second 
day out be was taken with a chill, followed by 
fever, but did not keep to his berth after the 
chill. He continued to feel ill during the voy- 
age, and before the arrival of the vessel at the 
Mississipp! Quarantine he dressed himself and 
went On deck, thus passing inspection by the 
Quarantine Officer. 

The master of the vessel made aflidavit that 
there hada been no one sick during the voyage. 
The vessel had a clean bill of health, and there 
being no yellow fever at Livingston the vessel, 
atter being disinfected, was allowed to | gre 
to New-Orileans, where she arrived at Pp. M. 
Oct. 1. 

The man was seen by Dr. J. J. Castellano Oct. 
2. He had fever, nausea, hiccough, pain in the 
region of the stomach, and billious vomiting. 
When seen again at night he was vomiting 
black vomit, followed by black hemorrhagic 
stools. This morning, Oct. 3, black vomit still 
persisted, with urinary suppression, hiccough, 
and uremic convulsions. 4 

Dr. Castellano immediately reported the facts, 
and acommission af experts, composed of Drs. 
J. P. Davidson, B. J. Bickham, and George 
Howe, were summoned and requested to see the 
case and pass on it. In the meantime the man 
had died, (11:35 A. M.,) and at 2 P. M,. the 
above-named physicians with Drs. Castellano 
and R. Matas, who had been called in consulta- 
tion, proceeded to the house, 149) Decatur- 
street, and after obtaining a history of the case 
and holding an autopsy unanimously declared 
the case to be one of yellow fever. 

Every precaution has been taken to prevent 
the spread of the disease. The premises have 
been isolated and thoroughly disintected, and 
there is no danger to be apprehended. The body 
— properly cared for and interred without

THE WOMAN SUFFRAGISTS. 
SARATOGA, N. Y., Oct. 3.—The Woman Suf- 
frage Party of this State met in convention 
here to-day inthe Town Hall. About twenty- 
five delegates, including the State Committee 
ot the party, are on hand. Numerically speak- 
ing, it does not look as if the convention will be 
a flattering success. 

At the private session in the morning the 
platform was adopted. An unsuccessful at- 
tempt was made to imoorporate a prohibition 
resolution. The platform calls on the Legis- 
lature, the Executive, and the Judiciary to re- 
move the “odioug penalty’ (disfranchisement) 
from the majority of adult citizens of New- 

ork State; maintains that while New-York 

isfranchises such majority it 1s not a demo- 
cratic republic, but an aristocracy; demands 
that, as the workingman has found fair piey 
unattainable without the ballot, the working- 
women have at least the same protection; asks 
workingmen to help their sisters to obtain their 
rights, and expresses sympathy with the agita- 
tion for home rule in Ireland, and also with the 
efforts of Germans to “relieve themselves of 
despotism.”

CHUROH MISSION WORK. 
MEETING OF THE AMERICAN cauRCH 


‘ MISSIONARY SOCIETY. . 


There was an interesting meeting in the Holy 
Trinity Church, Harlem, last evening as the re- 
sult of a call of the Executive Committee of the 
American Church Missionary Society for a con- 
‘ference on church missions. The meeting was 
an adjunct to the Géneral Conference now in 
session in this city. Bishop Whittaker of Penn- 
sylvania presided, and opened with an address 
on. the importance and growth of missionary 
work, which an audience that comfortably filled 
the auditorium fully appreciated. "I 

The Rev. Dr. Shipman of Obrist Church, 
New-York, made a spirited speech on ‘ Loyalty 
to Christ and to the Chureb.”, In an address on 
“Questions at Iasue” the Rev. Dr. Alsop of St. 
Ann’s Church, Brooklyn, said: *‘Speaking for 
myself, and I believe I voice the sentiment of 
our society,{I have no sympathy with those who 
are crying out against Protestantism in our 
churoh. For myself Ipray to see the day when 
all such distinctions as High Church and Low 
Church will be wiped out aud we shall stand on 
a broad platform on which all mankind can tind 
a refuge as Protestant brethren.” 

An address on “Tne Relative Importance of 
Home and Foreign Miasions” was delivered by 
the Rey. Dr. Faulkner of Germantown, Penn. 

The Rev. Dr. Kinsolving of Philadelphia 
spoke on “The Missions of our Church in 
Komish Lands,” and said: ‘“‘One of the reasons 
urged against our working among the followers 
of the Papacy is that itis a breach of Christian 
courtesy. What courtesy does the Church of 
Rome show us? They do not even recognize 
our existence. What claims have they, then, to 
our courtesy ?” 

General secretary William A. Newbold pre- 
sented an abstract of the thirteenth annual re- 
port, which showed the society to bein a most 
flourishing ftinanelal condition. The report 
stated that during the year, in the domestic 
field, forty-six missionaries had been appointed 
and iabored in twenty-two dioceses and mis- 
sionary jurisdictions, serving about ninety sta- 
tious and reaching probably tive thousand per- 
sons. The society had laid the foundatious of 
the work in Hayti, largely developed thatin 
Mexico, last year entered upon that in Cuba, 
and bas this year opened @ new mission in Bra- 
zil. Correspondence was being carried on with 
the Bishops of China, Japan, and Africa with a 
view to the establishment of missions in those 
countries. 


POLITICAL ODDS AND ENDS. 


The fight for the Senatorial nomination in the 
Twenty-eighth District has been decidedly 
acrimonious. Soon after the adjournment of 


the Legislature Fremont Cole made a tour of 
the district and afterward claimed that he 
had *fixed” the prospective delegates in 
the various counties aud would have nv 
ditticulty whatever in securing his 
longed-for vindication. But when his party 
took the bighly moral ground that no Repub- 
lican who had been in any way connected with 
the ceiling seandal should be returned th the 
Legislature the bottom dropped out of the 
Speaker’s boom, acd he found himself confronted 
by three opponents, each backed by the 
sulid delegation ot his county. TIney were 
Assemblyman Charles I. Saxton of Wayne, ex- 
Senator George Lord of Yates, and ex-Assem- 
blyman Lincoln of Ontario, Mr. Lincoin was 
in the Assemblies of 1873, 1874, and 1875, and 
was one of the best-known leaders of the noto- 
rious Black Horse Cavalry. 

Notaday goes by without finding a delega- 
tion of Brookiyn politicians waiting upon S8u- 
pervisor at Large Quintard in the interest of 
some candidate for one of the vacant Charities 
Comumissionerships. There have’ been over a 
dozen eager applicants up to date, and hints of 
a8 Many more. Yesterday all the members of 
the Board of Education cailed to urge the selec- 
tion of one of their number, Henry M. Winter. 
The candidate is a Twenty-second Ward man 
and a life-long Democrat. 

His friends were not gone five minutes when 
&@ petition, signed by over 2,500 politicians and 
business men, was. presented, praying for the 
appointment of John Cottier. his gentleman 
was the Democratic candidate for County Clerk 
last year and was beaten. 

Close on the heels of his petition was one 
urging Mr. Quinotard to select ex-Coroner I’rank 
Nolan, This had only 100 names on it, and 
was coldly received. 


A unique figure at the Republican Conven- 
tion in Saratoga was @ man who bore a re- 


markable resemblance to Gov. Hill, No one 
blamed him for it. It was not his fault. He 
was a delegate from the [Twentieth District in 
Brooklyn, and a Brooklyn man said that he 
*“ banked” on his resemblance to the Governor. 
He has the same style of bald head, the same 
kind of hirsute adornment on his face, and he 
dressed in about the same fashion. There is 
not much difference in the heights or weights 
of the Governor and his double, and the lat- 
ter’s side face is almost an exact counterpart 
of the pictures of Hill so plentiful in saloon 
jwindows and behind bars. Should the Brook- 
lyn delegate ever walk into a liquor dealers’ 
convention he would be greeted with tremen- 
dous applause, which would probably last until 
his identity was discovered. 

George Walton Green is talked of as a possible 
successor to Assemblyman Robert Ray Hamil- 
ton in the Murray Hill district. Mr. Green re- 
fused to act with the Republican Party in 1884, 
and did yeoman’s service for the Democratic 
candidates in both the Cleveland campaigns. 
In local politics he was the leader of the young 
Democracy in the Nicoll-Fellows fight of 1886 
for the District Attorneysbip. If he receives 
the County Democracy nomination he might, in 
the judgment of some close observers, be 
elected. Hamulton’s majoriiy last year was 858 
votes over M. L. Gray, the can@idate of the 
United Democracy.

Judiciai District, comprising the counties of 
Kings, Queens, Suffolk, Richmond, Westchester, 
Rockland, Putnam, Dutchess, and Orange, will 
be held in the Brooklyn Court House next Mon- 
day.

TANNER'S VACANT CHAIR 


THE PRESIDENT STILL SEEK- 
“ING 10 FILL IT. 

PLENTY OF CANDIDATES FOR COMMIS- 

SIONER. OF PENSIONS, BUT NOBODY 
WHO JUST @FILLS THE BILL. 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 3.—President Harrison ap- 
pears to be having almost as much trouble in 
finding somebody to take the oftice of Commis- 


out.. There is a rather vague impression that 
thé selection will be made within a week, but 
nobody outside the White House and Secretary 
Noble has much of an idea who the man will be, 
while it is doubtful if the President himself 
could make an accurate guess just yet. Ex- 
Gov. Hartranft‘s declaration that his health 
and business affairs will not permit him to con- 
sider himself a candidate for the Commuission- 
ership is supposed to take him out of the list of 
available men. The talk about theex-Governor 
has been received with much fayor by the gen- 
eral public, although it is understood that the 
President has heard that Gen. Hartranft would 
nog be entirely acceptable to all of the men who 
control the Grand Army of the Republic. There 
are very many persons who believe that Gen. 
Hartranft comes nearer than any other yet 
mentioned to the kind of man the President is 
trying to find; that is, one whose selection will 
satisfy the country at large and meet with the 
approval of the Grand Army. They are sorry 
to hear him say that he does not want the place, 
and they hope that the President may still be 
induced to appoint him and th. vx-Governor to 
accept the appointment. 

Illinois politicians claim to have discovered 
that Gen. W.'H. Powell of their State is pretty 
certain to be the new Commissioner. Gen. 
Powell was Secretary Noble’s choice for the 
place when Tanner was appointed. He was 
indorsed by the Illinois Senators and Repre- 
sentatives, but they were not particularly zeal- 
ous in his behalf. Secretary Noble, however, 
was earnest in advocating his appointment, 
When he found that the President was deter- 
mined to make Tanner the Commissioner, Mr. 
Noble commended Gen. Powell to Commis- 
sioner Black’s generous consideration, and 
just before Gen. Black retired Gen. Powell's 
pension was rerated up to $30 a month, 
with a back pension amounting to about 
$5,000. The triends of the Illinois oan- 
didate say that Secretary Noble is again 
using his intluence in Gen. Powell’s behalf, 
Either they or the backers of A. B. Campbell of 
Kansas are in error, for Mr. Campbell’s friends 
declare that he has Secretary Noblie’s support 
and 1s not at allout of the race. Senator Plumb 
is a good deal of a “ hustler’ when he starts in 
to get something for a constituent, and he has 
been very earnest in pressing Mr. Campbell’s 
claims. At the same time, there ie litye evi- 
dence that the Kansas man has made aby im- 
pression upon the President. 

Gen. Brown of Onio is nandicapped by the 
statement that he hasan application pending in 
the Pension Office for a reruting of his pension. 
The supporters of other candidates do not pre- 
tend that there is anything improper about 
such an application, and, in fact, they express 
their belief that Gen. Brown is entitled to tne 
rerating he asks; but they remark that since 
the exposure of the rerating scandais under 
Tanner’s administration the general public 
don’t want a Pension Commissioner who is 
seeking a rerating for himself, po matter how 
meritorious his case may be. The same argu- 
ment is used against Gen. Powell Ex-Pension 
Agent Pool of Syracuse, N. Y., Who was 80 well 
backed for the Commissionership last Spring, 
is still talked about as having a tighting chance. 
Gen. James McLeer of Brooklyn is said to be 
another New-Yorker who stands ready to step 
into Tanner’s shoes if he can get the necessary 
invitation. If he is really working for the 
place he has thus far done it 80 quietly that he 
has failed to attract attention here. Ex-Grand 
Army Commander Rea of Minnesvta is still sup- 
posed to be a possible Commissioner. The 
whole matter, bowever, is involved ia so much 
doubt and uncertainty that there would not be 
much real astonishwent felt by those interested 
in the avowed candidates if the President should 
inthe end name for Tanner’s place somebody 
who has not been heard of as an applicant. In 
the meantime the attairs of the Pension Office 
continue to be administered by an Acting Com- 
missioner who received $6,000 back pension 
while the rerating business was at it height 
under Corporal Tanner.

William Holly Bell, who died Wednesday at 
his late residence, 6 Spencer-piace, Brooklyn, 
was for the last thirty-seven years searoher of 
records in the Register’s office of the Hall of 
Records in this city.

MET ROUGH WHATHER. 


PASSENGERS ON THE VEENDAM AND 
RHYNLAND SHAKEN UP, 


Two steamships arrived yesterday from the 
broad Atlantic, each reporting unusually heavy 
weather on their way across.

PRESIDENT HILL’S CIRCULAR. 

President James J. Hill of the St. Paul, Min- 
neapolis and Manitoba Railway issued yester- 
day to bis company’s stockholders a circular 
explaining reasons for the proposed new issue ~ 
of stock and pointing out advantages that the 
increased capital will enable the road to con- 
trol. The plan upon which it is proposed to 
bring about the new development 1s set forth 
explicitly. 

Control has been obtained of the Great North- 
ern Railway Company, a Minnesota corpora- 
tion having extensive powers. It will have an 
authorized capital of $40,000,000, of which 


one-half will be preferred stock, entitled to 
dividends, in preference, at the rate of 6 per 
cent. per annum, non-cumulative and free of 
taxes. No addition can be made to this pre- 
ferred stock without the consent of three- 
fourths of all the preferred stock outstanding. 
Thée common stock will be retained by the Great 
Northern Railway Company, subject to future 
disposition for ite benefit, 

The entire $20,000,000 of preferred stock in 
the Great Northern Railway Company is now 
offered to the stockholders of this company of 
record on the 15th day of November, 1889, each 
stockholder having the privilege of taking one 
share of Great Northern preferred stock for 
each share of Manitoba stock heid by him. 

This preferred stock will be issued at par; but 
the stockholders of the Manitoba Company will 
only be required to pay #50 per share in cash; 
the other $50 peing paid by the transfer to the 
new company of the assets already mentioned, 
exceeding $22,000,000, but subject to the jien 
of the collateral trust mortgage for $8,000,000.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 

FINDLAY, Ohio, Oct. 3.—Judge Pendleton of 
the Hancock County Court of Common Pleas 
yesterday delivered his decision in the injunc- 
tion suit of the Standard Oil Company against 
the Toledo, Findlay and Springfield Kailroad, 
to restrain that corporation from constructing 
its roadbed over lands on which the Standard 


held leases, on the ground that an oil or gas 
lease carried with it absolute control ’of the 
premises for all purposes save those of agricult- 
ure. The Judge dissulved the injunction. 

He rendered a lengthy opinion denying the 
position taken by the Standard that its leases 
of Jands included the right to control the sur- 
face to such extent as to prevent the owners 
from giving or selling the right of way across it 
fora railway or other highway, and decided 
that the leases made to the Standard by the 
owners of the land only gave the lessees the 
right to use such of the surface as was neces- 
sary to the prosecution of their work in devel- 
oping and utilizing the gas and oil below it. 

A decision in favor of the company would 
have given then and other companies absolute 
control over hundreds of thijusands of acres of 
iand in Ohio, Indiana, and Pennsylvania. The 
Standard Oil’s attorneys gave notice of appeal.

DINING CARS DISCONTINUED. 

NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 3.—The Directors of 
the New-York, New-Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road Company have decided to discontinue the 
dining car service on their road in the interest 
of public safety. On the 29th or last June an 
express train was wrecked at Quinniapac, and 
several persons were killed and injured. The 
dining-room car did not leave the track. Other 
cars did and were overturned, and it was some 
time before the passengers were liberated. In 


the dining car was a kitchen range containing 
fully a quarter of aton of live coals. But for 
its total irrelevance the fact might be added 
that dining cars are run at a logs. 

It was decided after this accident to abolish 
the dining oar service. President Clark 1s of 
the opinion that the best and satest metnod of 
heating cars in Winter fs by hot water, not vy 
steam from the locomotives. A suit against 
the road for alleged violation of the statutes of 
New-York State regarding the use of steam ig 
now pending. 


GOY. LARRABEE’S ANSWER. 

Des Moines, Iowa, Oc’. 3.—In the report of 
Horace A. Taylor, the National Commissioner 
of Railroads, appear some strictures upon 
the Iowa railroad laws enacted by the 
last General Assembly, and under the authority 
of which the Commissioners prepared their 
schedule of rates. The publication of the report 
has brought Goy. Larrabee to the front as a 
champion of the law, and in a letter addressed 
to resident Harrison the Governor has 
defended the law against the implication 
of the Railroad Commissioner and protests 
against his interference in Iowa affairs. He 
modestly suggests that lowa people are abun- 
dantly able to mauage their own affairs, and do 
not beed the asaistance or advice of the Gov- 
ernment olficials. 


NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

It appears that the efforts of the Northwestern 
lines to confine the Burlington and Northern’s 
reduced scale of rates to points on the direect lines 
between Caicago and St. Paul have utterly failea, 
‘The most southerly point on the Mississippi Kiver 
to which these raves were to apply under the special 
agreement of several weeks agu was Burlingwno, 
but the Toledo, Peoria and Western has announcea 
its determination to make corresponding rates to 
Keokuk. ‘This will force the Burlington to put the 
reduced rates into effect at Quincy ana Hannibal, 
and it will hardly be possible to stop them there. 

The Railway Age of Chicago, in its next issue, 
will publish statistics of the railway building in 


the United States during the first nine months of 
the current year. It finds that over 5,300 miles of 
main line track have been laid since the year began, 
and that the probabilities are that fully 5,00U 
miles, and perhaps more, will have been compieted 
betore the end of the year. 

The full Executive Board of the Inter-State 
Commerce Railway Association, consisting of Chair. 
man Walke, Midgiey, Faithorn, Finley, and Abbott, 
was in session yesterday at Chicago. Several ap- 
plications already submitced to arbitration were 
considered.

SUICIDE, 


HE COULD NOT STaND THE PUBLICITY 
GIVEN TO HIS MARRIAGE. | 

Coroner Rooney and a jury held an inquest yes- 
terday at. 62 Myrtle-avenue, Brooklyn, on the 
body of young Augustus Stevens Van De Linde, 
whe committed suicide on Wednesday because 
his clandestine marriage had been made public. 
Lyons, the messenger who was sent’out of the 
ottice by Van De Linde, testified that after read- 
ing the story inthe paper Van De Linde went 


out and took a drink of whisky. He had never 
been known to do such a thing before, 
and Lyons was surprised, but had no idea the 
boy was trying to screw up his courage. From 
the saloon Augustus went to a store near by and 
bought a 38-calibre revolver. A friend askeu 
bim what he wanted it for, and he said he in- 
tended to kill a man. Then he laughed and 
went out. Inside of ten minutes after that he 
was dead. 

The jury returned a perfunctory verdict of 
suicide while suffering from temporary aberra- 
tion of the mind. ‘The body was left at Hender- 
son’s undertaker’s shop, bat will be removed to 
the Berkeley-place house to-morrow. The fu- 
neral will take place to-morrow or on Sunday. 

A. D. Stevens, the uncle of the young man 
whose knowledge of the clandestine marriage 
the latter so much feared, said yesterday that 
he had known of it for several weeks. He in- 
tended to speak to Augustus, he said, but final- 
ly decided to let the boy Inform him of tt in his 
own way. He would have had no objection 
whatever to the girl, and had no suspicion that 
his nephew feared opposition from him. 

Both the boy’s mother and widow were com- 
pletely prostrated yesterday over the sad affair, 
and none but intimate friends was allowed to 
see them.

STEALING IS THEIR TRAI

INCOMPETENT FOR#STERS i1N 
ESSEX OOUNTY. 

ACRES DPON ACRES OF HEAVILY-TIM- 
BERED LAND WANTONLY DENUDED 
BY FIRE AND AXE. 

E € 

Newcoms, Essex County, N. Y., Oct. 3.— 
From Adirondack or the “ Upper Woods” to 
Tahawus, and thence to this town, a distance 
of eighteen miles, an& over a track varying 
from two to five miles in width, there stands 
not a tree which bears leaves and has not been 
‘burned which can claim more than four feet 1n 
height. This is somewhat extraordinary as ex- 
isting véry nearly in the centre of the great 
forests of the Adirondacks, but itfis the lam- 
entable truth. ‘batj pioneer, the lumberman, 
came first sotme eight years ago, and then his 
‘lumber shanties set. the woods on fire, Thisis 
the result. From a wagon seat one can look 
over this great exteat of ebuntry as one gazes 
from the window ofa train over the Illinois 
prairie and find one’s view totaliy unobstructed, 
The land lies as it was after the fire. No at- 
tempt bas been made.te clear it, for it is abso- 
lutely of no use. There are some miserable-look- 
ing little spruces scattered here and there whioh 
have used all these eight years in growing two 
feet. Tnis is what fire does for the Adirondacks. 
First the trees burn, and then the earth itself, 
as I have already explained. Let a fre come 
and get headway, ana the fair forests of this re- 
gion become as a desert, with no bope of verd- 
ure for hundreds of years, 

That this region was thoroughly lumbered 
before it was burned allows of no dispute, for 
the great piue stumps thirty and forty inches 
in diameter, all churred and fire-seamed, still 
show the marks of where the lumberman’s axe 
has bitten into their hearts and overthrown 
their mighty trunks. The Hudson River flows 
through Township 27, in which Newcomb 
is situated, and, although allis desolation about 
the town seat, in districts which are contigu- 
ous there is much lumber of especially fine 
quality. This town is the rendezvous for the 
lumbermen in the vicinity, and is the most 
northern settlement of any importance on the 
Hudson River. The town itself is in the midst 
of a series of pretty lakes and overflows of 
the Hudson, which, bad not the woodland been 
entirely destroyed, would have made it @ par- 
ticularly beautiful resort during the Summer, 
South of the town the Hudson flows slowly 
through overflows, sometimes a half mile in 
width; to the north and west le Lakes Delia 
or Neweomb, Harris, and Rich. Mount Gooa- 
enow raises a lofty peak to the south west, send- 
Ing off spurs in tA direction for miles 
around, and atits bass lies its lexe filied with 
trout and inclosed in highlands of marvelous 
beauty. In Township 27 there are about 
8,500 acres of land belonging to the State. With 
the exception of some 2,700 acres surrounding 
one of the Hudson’s overflows near Newcorgd, 
the remainder isin the extreme southern part 
of the township en bloc, 2nd affording no ex- 
cuse where cutting is detected, The private 
holdings here belong xlmost exslusively 
to Db. W. Sherman, who is aijiso. e6n- 
gaged in such oxtensive operationg § in 
the Cedar River region an Town- 
Bhip 28, adjoining 27 at tbe north, 
Mr. Sherman, though he belongs toa tamily of 
lumbermen, succeeding his father in the great 
business which he conducts, has managed to 
steer clear of State prosecution for overcut- 
ting. Why he is enabied to do this 1s obvious, 
for a man who controls so inuch land and so 
many employes as he doesis not a pleasant 
person in this thinly-popnulated country to 
make an enemy of, However that may be, I 
found on lots 32, 33, and 34 in Township 
27, within the State territory, and drained by 
asmall nameless creek which fiows into the 
North River, some fifty spruce and white pine 
markets bearing the mark of D. W. Sherman 
upon them. These logs were on skidways and 
ready to be dumped into the creek for driving 
at the opening of next Spring. 

This Township. 27 has been lumbored 
once, and now Sherman is going over if again. 
There 18 an excellent second growth of apruce 
on it, which extends away up on the southeast- 
ern slope of Goodenow and covers the high- 
lends in the vicinity. The hard-wood timber is 
plentifuland the weodiands in the southern 
sortion of the tract are very rich in heavy tim- 

er, Which, being black cherry, elm, birch, and 
maple, is too heavy to float upon the small 
streams of the Hudson's feeders. The soft 
timbers are all skidded on the roats leading to 
orupon the banks of the river. At present 
every curve of the stream holds a quaatity 
of markets whieh got into jams last 
Spring, and, owing to the rapid fall 
of the freshet, could not be driven with suf- 
ficient rapidity to be cleared. Itis safe to gay 
that from this point to the big boom at Feeder 
Dam in Warren Ceunty there are @ quarter of 
a million markets lying, awaiting absolute de- 
cay or some great flood which will carry them 
the remainder of taoir journey to the south and 
probably destroy balf a dozen hamlets on the 
way. Still such a flood would assist materially 
the lumbermen’s business and there would be 
xreat rejoicing about Glens Falls in conse- 
quence. Township No. 28, the most northern 
ot the Sherman tracts, is divided near the 
northern portion by one-third of its extent, be- 
longing to Thompson, Dix & Co. No part of 
this township belongs to- the State, and, there- 
tore, it is legally at the merey of the lumbermen. 
Both Sherman and Thompson, Dix & Co. 
cut lumber for pulp as well as timber, 
und in consequence take about every tree 
whose wood is soft in the tract, Baidwin and 
Catlin Mountains, both very lofty peaks and up 
to four yeara ago covered with almost impene- 
uable foresis, have been extensively cut, the 
lumber from tie latter being skidded down to 
Catlin Lake, a noble sbeet of water at the west 
of the mountain and flowing into the North 
River throuxh the succession of lakes about 
Newcomb that [ have already mentioned. Cat- 
linMountain is remarkably well situated for 
lumbering, for Catlin Creek, having ;Wolf Pond 
and Deer Pond as inflows, almost surrounds the 
base, thus affording a terway on every side 
gave the south, where Haldwin Creek 
supplies the deficiency. Baldwin Mountain 
is drained by the ereek and by Rich 
Lake, securing only its extreme northern 
side safe against lumber cutting because 
of its inaccessibility. Within two years D. W. 
Sherman has taken nearly 100,000 markets out 
of this region, and he and Thompson, Dix & Co. 
will‘take a6 many more before they complete 
their tusk here. Lemon Thompson, the prede- 
cessor of Thompson, Dix & Co,, was prosecuted 
in 1887 for overeutting on State land, and a 
nomiral fine imposed, In this firm's tract in 
the northern part of the township there is 
Moose Mountain, which is drained by Catlin 
Lake and Creek. While there is no State land 
within tbeir part of the township, there is a 
large tract along the western part of the lake 
and surrounding Round Pond in Township 50. 

There have been nearly 1,500 markets taken 
out of these piaces within the. last eighteen 
months, though by whom it is at present impos- 
sible to say. The firm doing work nearest the 
ee where the illegal cutting has taken place 

8s Thompson, Dix & Co, It will be remembered 
that this is the same firm who purchased a 
large number of marketsfrom A. C, Thurston 
along the Jessup River in Hamilton County. 
Everything pointed to the illegal cutting of 
these logs by Thurston’s jobbers. That part of 
Township 50 which lies within Essex Coun- 
ty and the town of Newcomb belongs, with the 
exception of some insignificant private hold- 
ings, to the State. But this land is very nearly 
safe, if net quite so. There is no lumbering 
upon if now, such piracy as is going on 
being conducted y the innumerable 
ehingle cutters which infest State lands 
wherever they are. It is drained by Cola 
River, a tribitary of the Racquette River, but 
until the latter 1s blown out very extensively 
with dynamite the fiow of the Cold River will 
net be of much use in drawing heavy logs. 
There is, however, a vast tract of Stateland in 
the town of North Elba in what is known as the 
Military Tract, embracing 12,860 acres. It 
takes in a wide stretch of tableland and mount- 
ains adjoining the great central region at the 
west and being seamed with creeks and dotted 
withlakes. There is, however, a considerable 

uantity of land owned here by Finch and 
uryue and they are [umbering over it with 
their usual energy. ‘khere are some private 
holdings in the centre of this great tract of 
Btate land, small pieces of two or three 
hunared acres each. The State should lose 
no time in acquiring these, for in 
these large tructs of public property the 
safety of the whole depends upon it being 
unbroken. The sketch which I gave of what is 
being dono in Township 26, Newcomb, ilus- 
trates the danger of permitting private lots to 
continue in the midst ef State forest praserves, 

This tract of the State is virgin, and holas 

very near 1,000,000 markets of the most 
valvable pine and spruce timber, This should 
be ecarbfully watched, for the jobbers, even of 

Finch and Puryue, are not always proof against 
the temptations of a fine lot of lumber on étate 

Jand. The district whieh I referred toin my 

Jast letter, as well as the one I have attempted 

to describe in this, is almost wholly without 

protection, for the State Forester, as with one 
or two exceptions «are ail of his con 
fréres, is totully incompefent.

Then 
we’re all lumbermen around and , we 
shouldn’t approve of very close inspection.” A 
jolly situation of things this! A United States 
official Se aptinets pw thievery of the State’s prop- 
erty, and rega ing this carelessness on bis part 
as a reason to have brotherly love for the 
thieves ! 

From the town seat of Newcomb to Long 
Lake there is very little State land, the private 
holdings being unusually large. . There is some 
lumbering done along these tracts, but there is 
comparatively little when compared with the 
devastations in other districts. At Long Lake, 
however, there exists an evil, and an enormous 
one at taat, which should be stopped at once, 
anti with such severity by the State as will tend 
to dis auything of the iike occurring 
again either there orin the south, where the 
willful disregard of the State’s rights is almost 
as prevalent. I refer to shingle cutting, which 
is one of the most Villainous forms of State 
lumber thievery, because it preys directly 
upon the finest trees that grow, using 
up only a portion of each trank and 
allowing the remainder to lie and rot 
upon the ground. Lung Lake is . almost 
hemmed in by Stave land and on all sides of it is 
the virgin forest. ere is no lumbering for 
logs done there, because it would be almost im- 

ossible to get the logs down the Racquette 
iver into the St. Lawrence unless the blasting 
operations were of an unusually extensive de- 
scription, So, practically fortified by the diffi- 
culty of getting at the placc, squatters have 
come by the score and formed the village of 
Long Lake, building it upon State land and 
have been wagging their fingers at the Forestry 
Commission ever since. Hoteis have been built 
and houses of all sorts been erected Out of tim- 
ber cut and sawed on State land, and tourists 
are charged rousing good prices for accommo- 
dations which have been stolen from the State 
and to which they are as much entitled as ere 
the men who ask $3 a day for boiled beef and 
potatoes. : 
But the chief squatter of them all and the 
man who does more shingle cutting than all the 
others put together is one Robert Shaw, who 
has a sawmill on: State land at Long Lake and 
uses a State stream to saw State timber for his 
own modest bank account, tor Shaw has found 
considerable profit in this charging good prices 
for an article which he does not have to pay for 
and is estinated qtite Wealthy in the es ae 
hereabout. There are only a few woods which 
are used for shingles, but these are the most val- 
uable in the district, being pine, spruce, cedar, 
and black ash, Aman witha team could ina 
Gay destroy the finest trees over a tract 
of five acres, ieaving the ground 60 
littered with fallen logs and stumps that 
it would require generations for the underbrush 
to cover up the proofs of the outrage. These 
shingles are done upin bundles of 500 each, a 
market shingle being 4 inches wide and 18 
inches long. In the standard market log there 
are 1,500 shingles, which sell at the following 
rloes per 1,000: Pine, $4; spruce, $2 50; cedar, 
ae black ash, $250, At Long Lake there are 
more spruce shingles cut than any other kind, 
the proportions being about as follows: Spruce, 
-5; eedar,.4; pine,.l, There is very little black 
ash growing in the lang Lake forests. There 
is sOarcely any doubt but that Shaw cuts 
and saws 10,000,000 eainaiee @ year, and 
this would mean that he cuts nearly 
seven thousand of the most valuable 
market logs in thé district without asking the 
State so much as permission. The cutting of 
this quantity of lumber is not the only evil, be- 
cause only that portion of the tree which has 
apsolutely no knots can be used for shingles, 
A knot makes the strip worthless, for it would 
be leaky. So when a tree is felled and cut into 
by od lengths, it is discovered that many of 
he lengths are not of proper material and 80 
they are left where they fall. 
Shaw has had his sawmill at Long Lake for 
quite fifteen years, and during that period he 
has, I am informed, been systematically eén- 
gaged in this sort Sf business. The sawed 
shingles find their market in this northern dis- 
trict at Chester. The men who cut shingles in 
the lower Adirondacks sell them at Warrens- 
burg. Farmers, when they have plenty of spare 
time, go into the woods avd out shingles for 
their houses and barns, and they do not take 
surveyor with them in order to keep them post- 
ed as to which is their woodland and which the 
State’s, They load up their wagons with great 
logs of pine, cedar, or spruce, and cart them 
home, where a practiced hand can split 1,000 
shingles a day with ease. Thisis very profita- 
bie work in the Winter season, and there are 
any number of these men in all parts of 
the forest preserve who are deeply interested 
init, Evidence could be secured in cases of 
individual cutting only with much difficulty 
and by a centinuous watch of the districts 
which contain woods suitable for shingles. But 
in the case of Shaw his business is avowedly 
that of cutting and sawing timber for shingles 
and then the sawing and selling of shingles 
themselves. There is no house probably in this 
northern region whieh has not been shingled at 
least once by these, Long Lake strips, and in 
the village of Long Lake itself there is no house 
which has not been built from boards and 
shingles sawed at Shaw’s mill which were taken 
from State land. 





TO OPEN A NEW BRIDGE. 


AND IT WILL BE THE BIGGEST SWING 
DRAWBRIDGE IN THE WORLD. 


New-Haven, Conn., Oct. 3.—It is now expect- 
ed that the formal opening of the biggeat swing 
drawbridge in the world, the new steel struct- 
ure over the Thames River at New-London, 
will take place next Thursday. The date was 
fixed to-day. On Thursday, however, the South 
American visitors who are to attend the Pan- 
American Congress will visit this city, and 
President Clark, General Superintendgnt Shep- 
ard, and other Consolidated Railroad officials 
are to assistin entertaining them; so it is pos-- 
sible that the event may go over another twen- 
ty-four hours. 

The opening will be a great event, and New- 
London will strain evéry nerve to properly 
celebrate it. On the day of the celebration a 
train will start from New-York and another 
from Boston, each with 100 guests. The guests 
will include some of the prominent railroad 
men in the country, the Mayors of the cities 
through which the trains will pass, representa- 
tives of the press, civil engineers, &a The 
trains will be made up of new Wagner cars, just 
received and intended for the route. While the 
number of guests at the bridge opening is to be 
limited, New-Haven will send a goodly delega- 
tion. 

The New-York, Providence and Boston Rail- 
read Company, the owners of the new bridge, 
wiil have charge of the celebration. The other 
roads forming a part of the Shore Line route, 
the Old Colony and the Consolidated, will be 
well represented. The Vermont Central, the 
New-York and New-England, and the Norwich 
and-Worcester Roads. which connect with the 
bridge over the New-London Northern Road, 
will send representatives, and many men prom- 
inent in mercantile life will be present. 

After the opening the guests will be invited 
aboard of the big steamer Connecticut of the 
Stonington. Line, where a banquet will be 
served and speeches delivered. The steamer 
will then make a sbort trip down New-London 
Harbor and out on the Sound. ’ 

It is caloulated that the bridge will save 
thirty minutes of time to fast trains between 
New-York and Boston via New-London.

HLIZABKTHS FIREMEN. 
EE ——— 
THEIR TURNOUT YESTERDAY AN 
POSING DEMONSTRATION, 


ELIZABETH, Oct. 3.—The firemen of this city 
had their annual parade this afternoon. David 
Sanderson of White House, N. J., the organizer 
in 1835 of the Elizabeth Fire Department, and 
its first Chief Engineer, was present. Harry 
Howard of New-York had been invited, but waa 
unable to come. Sanderson drove President 
Jackson from New-York to his hotel in 1828, 
when the General stopped with hia for the 
night. Although eighty-eight years old he 
looks as youthful as a man of sixty. 

In the ¢arriage behind him rode Ichabod Will- 
iams, Robert Oleveland, John Drake, and 
Charles Waters, the only survivors of those who 
in 1837 organized the Lafayette Hook and Lad- 
der Company, Another prominent tigure of 
the parade, in which he marched as proudly as 
the youngest fireman, was ex-Chief John L, D, 
Lyon, an old New-Yorker, and one of the volun- 
teer firemen who battled so brayely with the 
terrible conflagration of 1835. 

The residences and streets along the line of 
maroh were profusely decorated with bunting 
and flags, and the sidewalks were packed with 
spectators. The procession consisted of Pro-

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NEW PIERS. 


THE DOCK BOARD GRANTS A PETITION 
OF MANHATTANVILLE PEOPLE. 


- The petition of property owners in Manhat- 
tanville for more dockage facilities on the North 
River between One Hundred and Twenty- 
eighth and One Hundred ana Thirty-fourth 
streets, which was mentioned in TH TimEs of 
last Friday as having been presented to the 
Dock Board, was acted upon favorably yester- 
day. Plans were submitted by Chief Engineer 
Greene for a fine new pier atthe foot of One 
Hundred and Thirty-third-street and for a bulk- 
head between One Hundred and Thirty-second- 


atreet and One Hundred and Thirty-third-street. 
The construction of both of these will be difficult 
and will require at least eight months for com- 
pletion. The cause of this difficulty is the ex- 
trewe depth of water, which will be sixty-one feet 
deep off the end of the pier, Added to this, the 
bottom is of soft mud and will present still 
furtuer obstacles. The cost. of the work will be 
$150,000. The situation of the new pier and 
bulkhead will make it of great use to the 
World’s Fair in 1892, being but jus§ above the 
limit of the site as at present considered. The 
Dock Commissioners have for some time had 
their attention excited by the opportunities tor 
piers in this neighborhood, being the only break 
in the bluff, which extends beyond for miles. 
The Dock Board at its meeting yesterday re- 
ceived an oifer from Col. 8. V. R. Cruger, on 
behalf of the estates to which the half of Piers 
23 and 24 belong, offering to sell the property, 
with the adjoining bulkhead, fur $200,000. 
These piers are on the north side of the space 
formerly oceupied by the old West Washington 
Market, and it is the intention of the Dock 
Commissioners to construct some handsome 
new piers a8 soon as they can gain the title to 
the lana and privileges, The price asked by 
Col. Cruger was rejected by the Commissioners 
as being exorbitant. Measures will at once be 
undertaken to obtein the condemnation of the 
property and then to take possession of it, 





FREAKS OF AUTUMN, 

NorwIicH, Conn., Oct. 3.—Fall blossoms on 
fruit trees are numerous in Eastern Connecticut 
this year. Not less than a dozen apple and pear 
trees are in bloom in and about this city. A 
spray of trailing arbutus was brought into town 
by a Pequot Indian from the Lantern Hill 
‘country early in the week, , several peach trees 
are in bloom in Glastonbury, and in Lisbon 
Miss Carrie A. Frisbie has a most interesting 
freak of this kind 1n a large purple Illac bushin 
fujJl bloow. The flowers are as large and as 
fully developed and fragrant as if it were May 
instead of October. 

The wiseacres and weather sharps pretend to 
account for these freaks by bolding the unusual- 
ly wet saason accountable forit.

THE INDIAN CONFERENOER.

HOME MISSIONS NEGLEOTED. 


CONGREGATIONALISTS IN CONNECTICUT 
FAVOR FOREIGN WORK, 


HARTFORD, Oct. 3.—The contributions from 
the Congregational churches in this State 
for the eight months from Jan. 1, 1889, for the 
advancement of home missionary work amount- 
ed to $70,731 44. Of this sum $57,237 was 
sent directly from the churches to the American 
Home Missionary Society in New-York. . From 
the treasury of the State society $4,312 74 
has been remitted to the national society in ac- 
cordance with the requests of churches giv- 
ing to the State organization, This amount 
mates tie total contributions from the Con- 
necticut Congregational churches to the Amer- 
ican homes mission work $61,549 74 since the 
beginning of the year. 

The home mission work in this State received 
only $9,181 70 from the churches. This sum is 
$2,000 below the actual expenditures by the 
Connecticut Home Missionary Society, the sup- 
port of which must come from the churches and 


individual members of the denomination. While 
the contributions have been liberal for home 
mission work outside of the State, the churches 
have not responded with anything like gener- 
osity toward supporting the work that is in 
progress inside the borders of the Cowmon- 
wealth. 

The State society is now aiding thirty-eight 
churches which are weak and need assist- 
ance. It also has eight general missionaries in 
its employ engaged in religious work among the 
foreign population of the State. Six of these 
missionaries are Swedes, who have upward of 
fifty congregations in charge. The German 
missionary employed by the society is in need 
of an assistant, but owing to the crippled condi- 
tion of the treasury nothing cun bedone to heip 
him. One Danish missionary is engaged in ths 
society’s work. 

At present there are five Scandinavian Con- 
gregational churches in the State. They are 
situated at Portland, New-Britain, Collinsville, 
New-Havep, and Briage ort. A new church 
will be organized here during the Fall. The 
New-Britain church hasa membership of 100 
andisina prosperous condition. At Portland 
there is a Lutheran church daving @ congrega- 
tion of 500. The Evangelical Swedish church 
in that place has been organized mainly from 
the Lutherans. The Home Mission Society has 
been an acting factor in improving the condi- 
tion of the Scandinavian population in the 
Btate. 

Tne interests of the society will be brought 
—— the attention of the General Conference 

Congregational Churches, which will be held 
ab the Rev. Dr. J. W. Cooper’s church in New- 
Britain on Noy. 1. This conference is in many 
respects the most important Congregational 
body in the State, receiving the support of 
clergymen and jaymen alike. The entire work 
of the denomination is under its advisement 
ae its deliberations cover a wide tield of inter- 
ests. 

Awong the prominent representatives of Con- 
gregationalism in the State who will engage in 
the debates this year are the Rev. Drs. George 
L. Walker of Hartford, James W. Cooper of 
New-Britain, Joseph Anderson of Waterbury, 
the Rev. Joseph H. Twitchell of this city, - 
Rey. 8. H. Howe of Norwich, and the Rev. A 
W. Hazen of Middletown, Judge Carpenter ot 
the Supreme Court, the Hon. Henry C. Robin- 
son of this city, Henry G. Newton of Durham, 
and Railroad Commissioner George M. Wood- 
ruff of Litchfield. 

The restriculon of railroad traffic on Sundays 
has been due mainly to the efforts of the Con- 
ference. The Committee on Railroads and the 
Sabbath, Which has been instrumental in ac- 
complishing the results referred to, consists of 
the Rev, Amos 8. Chesebrough of Saybrook, the 
Rev. Dr. James W. Cooper of New-Britaia, the 
Rev. Joseph H. Twitchell of Hartford, M. 
Eugene Cuiver of Middietown, William W. Hyde 
ee and John N. Stickney of Rock- 

ille. 

The Temperance Committee is also an impor- 
tant onein the conference. The members this 
year are the Rev. Elias B. Hilliard of Plymouth, 
the Rev. Dr. E. P. Parker of this city, and Hen- 
ry D. Smith of Plantsville. The necrological 
report, which will be presented by the Rev. 
Burdette Hart of Fair Haven, will be one of 
striking interest on account of tha number of 

ged clergymen in the conference who have 
died since the opening of the year. The clerical 
representatives in the denomination wno have 
Gied since Jan. 1, the age in each case 
being given, are the Rey. -.N. Harvey 
of Portland, 64 years; the Rev. Alden 
Southworth of Woodstock, 78 years; the Rev. 
Dr. Perrin ot Hartford, 73 years; the Rev. Dr. 
David Trumbull, Valparaiso, Chili, 69 years; 
the Rev. Df. William Thompson of the Hart- 
ford Theological Seminary, 83 years; the Rev. 
Elliot Palmer of Portiand, 88 years; the Rev. 
Piatt T. Holley of Portland, 84 years; the Rev. 
James B. Cleaveland, New-iaven, 68 years; 
the Rev. Dr. William ih Gage, Philadelphia, 57 
years; the Rev. Ira Pettiboue of Winchester, 88 
years; the Rev. Dr. Theodore D. Woolsey of 
New-Haven, 88 years, and the Rey. Salmon 
Call, Hartford, 63 years. 

Not one. of these clergymen was in the active 
pastorate at the time of death. The average 
age to which they attained was within a frac- 
-tion of seventy-five years. Six of them were 
graduates of Yale. _Ex-President Woolsey 
graduated in 1820, Mr. Holley in 1828, Dr. Per- 

rin in 1840, Mr. Trumball two years later, Mr. 
Cleaveland in 1847, and Mr. McCall in 1851. 
The latter was in pastoral charge of the church 
at East Haddam until one yearago. His death 
occurred here Sept. 17. The Rev. Dr. Gage was 
a graduate ot Harvard, and was the youngest 
of the Congregational ministers in the State 
who have died this year. 

President Wooisey, who was for so long atime 
at the head of Yale College, was the most dia- 
tinguishea of the deceased. Approaching him 
in educational work and service was Dr. 
Thompson of the Theological Seminary in this 
city. He had been connected with tnat institu- 
tion for more than fifty years, and was one of 
the best-known theologians in the State, 





ROW BIRDS CROSS THE HUDSON.

The chill of the past few mornings has started 
the robius, highholders, and wild pigeons to 
seek the sunny South for the Winter. A pecul- 
jarity about the flight of the birds that ren- 
dezvous in Westchester County during the Suin- 
mer is that they always fly to the north in 
leaving, a proceeding which seems odd under 
the circumstances, but it is a case of where the 
longest way round is the nearest way there.

CHICAGO, Oct. 3.—Cattle were again in haavy sup- 
ply to-day, and for common ‘to fair qualities the 
feeling remained weak, though prices did not suffer 
any further decline. Good to best grades were in 
active demand, and sold quite as strong as before, 
the supply of the latter not more than meeting the 
wants of the trade. The average quality was not 
very good. There were a few bunches of exception-

--WORK OF DISCHARGED MEN 


A —_——_~—_— 
(HEY TRY T0 BLOW UP AN 
ABATTOIR OFFIOE. 

THE UNION BUTCHERS’ BOYCOTT AGAINST 
J. M. & Ps SCANLAN LEADS TO SERI- 

OUS. RESULTS. 


The east office of J. M. & P. Scanlan’s abattoir, 
613 and 615 West Fortieth-street, was wrecke 
at 8 o’clock yesterday morning by gunpowder 
or a high explosive fired with a time fase in a 
tin cannister. The work was evidently that of 
members of the Prudence Association, an or- 
ganization of sheep killers, and a member of the 
firm tells how it came to be on bad terms with 
the union men. Last February fifty men were 
employed in the abattoir, among them fifteen 
sheep killers, members of the Prudence Associ- 
ation, whose wages averaged $42 each per 
‘week. 

They were independent fellows, fond of play- 
ing pranks, and one day “forfun” threw two 
live pigs down a hatchway twelve feet deep. 
Their employers were indignant and demanded 
the name of the practical joker. 1t was refused, 
and Mr. J. M. Scanlan, who made the demand, 
was asked why he made such a fuss about it. 
He replied that he did not propose to have his 
property injured and would not permit cruel 
practical jokes. He again demanded the 

name of the man who threw the pigs 
down the hatchway, and James McLaugh- 
lin, a union man, assailed him with foul 
wpa profane abuse. He was instantly 


discharged and sent to the office for his wages. 
Adew minutes later a delegation of two union 
men waited on the firm and demanded Mc- 
Laughiin’s reinstatement. ‘The reply of the 
Scanians was that they would rather peddie 
matches —_— comply with the demand. That 
bight the Prudence Association met, and a dele- 
gate was instructed to wait on the firm, secure 
the reinstatement of McLaughlin, and promise 
Pomane the association would *‘look into the mat- 

r. 
Mr. J. M. Scanlan received thé delegate and 
after he had said his piece replied: “Do you 
take me for a man or an insect? Ill close the 
plase up rather than supmit.” The Scaulans 
promptly discharged all the union men and had 
to stop sheep killing tor three weeks until they 
had secured enough non-union men to work for 
them. Then came a campers of boycotting 
and annoyance, and the following are samples 
of the means employed by the union men to in- 
jure the firm: 

“BOYCOTT SCANLAN’S SCAB MEAT.” 

“To ORGANIZED LaBor: The recent action of, 
Scanian Brothers, wholesale butchers, Fortieth- 
street and Eleventh-avenue, in locking out their 
employes for no other reason than that they were 
union men, should be severely deuounced by the 
‘public, and we request all working people to ab- 
stain from patronizing any of the following butcher 
‘shops, a8 they not only refused to abstain from 
patronizing Scanlan Brothers, but actually insulted 
the committee.” 

Here follows a list of Scanlan Brothers’ cus- 
tomers. 


“NOTICE TO Surenoe OF ORGANIZED LA- 
BOR. 


“The working men and women of this vicinit 
are requested to — from purchasing any arti- 
cles of dry goods, &6., from store of Thomas Ryan, 
which is located 477 West Fifty-seventh-street, 
(northeast corner Fifty-seventh-street and Tenth- 
avenue,) as he is aiding Scanlan Brothers, whole- 
sale butchers of West Fortieth-street, to light or- 
ganized labor.” 

Ryan is foreman for Scanlan Brothers and 
his wife keeps a little fancy goods store. The 
tollowing dodger was pasted all over the 
Twentieth Ward: 

“Boycott Scanlan Brothers’ scab meat in every 
place.” 

The Scanlans, however, were having revenge 
in prosperity and in getting three of the four 
slaughterers in the street to get rid of union 
workmen, the exception being Herman Hoeine- 
man. The non-union men were threatened, an- 
noyed, and assaulted, and lust Friday one of 
Scanlan Brothers’ employes, Patrick Murphy, 
was felled witha brick near the abattoir while 
he was. delivering meat. The night watchman 
at the abattoir leaves at6 A. M., and at bd 
o'clock the clerks in the east and west 
offices go to breakfast, but the doors are left 
open. Yesterday morning some one sneaked 
into the east office from what is known as 
** Kelly’s corner,” put the cannister containing 
the explosive against the partition between the 
ottice ana the place where the dressed sheep 
are hung, lit the fuse, and escaped. The explo- 
sion was @ Violent one, and tore Gown the par- 
tition and ceiling, destroyed a toilet stand and 
a desk, blew a hole two fest square in the floor, 
and broke windows generally. The windows of 
C. Goebel’s saloon opposite were blown in, and 
it will cost about $400 to repair all damages, 
The cannister was found, and portions of 1 Were 
blown into the wookwork of the office. 

The tirm says that in view of the lukewarm- 
ness of the officials in bringing to trial the 
men accused of dynamiting Stevenson’s brew- 
ery, @ block away. they will get the other 
siaughterers on the block to subscribe with 
them to a fund out of which private detectives 
wilibe paid. Scanlan Brothers’ employes are 
savage about the attempt to destroy the abat- 
toir, and, were the man who did it caught red 
handed, he woulda stand a fair show of being 
lynched.

POST OFFICE BLUNDERING. 


ANOTHER FAILURE TO DELIVER A 
PLAINLY-ADDRESSED LETTER. 


Another instance of the gross blundering in 
handling the mails under the present political 
management of the Post Oflice Department came 
to the attention of a TIMES reporter yesterday. 

" On the 20th of July Messrs. George Wheatly & 
Co. of Laverpool, England, mailed to Messrs. 
Maitlané armstrong & Co, of this city certain 
bills of lading. They were not received in due 
course, though plainly addressed, but in about 
six weeks were returned to the senders in 


Liverpool. Messrs. Wheatly then, on Sept. 19, 
forwarded the bills to their agents in this city, 
L. W. Morris & Son, and asked them to hand 
them over to Maitland Armstrong & Co., 
at 61 Washington-square, adding: ‘We cannot 
understand how the Post Office authorities 
were unable to deliver, and would like you as a 
favor to ourselves to make inquiry and report 
us the result.” L. W. Morris & Sen sent the 
bills to Armstrong & Co., accompanied by a 
note dated Sept. 30, in which they say: ‘ We 
have just received the intlosed papers sent us 
by Messrs. Wheatly & Co. of Liverpool. The 
Post Office is certainly at fault in this matter, 
and either you or ourselves ought to complain.’ 
The bills of lading, therefore, reached Arm- 
strong & Co. two months and ten days after 
they were mailed from Liverpool. Had not du- 
plicate copies been sent about the same time 
and received serious loss would have been oo- 
casioned.

THEIR ANNUAL MEETING YESTERDA 
AND THE REPORTS. 


The annual meeting of the Trustees of the 
Peabody education fund was held at the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel in this city yesterday. There 
were present the Hon. Robert ©, Winthrop of 
Massachusetts, Chatrman, and’ Bishop H. B. 
Whipple of Minnesota, ex-President- R. B. 
Hayes of Ohio, the Hon. Hamilton Fish of 
New-York, Anthony J. Drexel, Esq., of Penn- 
Sylvania, the Hon, Samuel A. Green of Massa- 
husetts, the Hon. James D. Porter of Tennes- 
see, J. Pierpont Morgan, Esq, of New-York, 
ex-President Grover Cleveland of New-York, 


the Hon. William ‘A. Courtenay of South Caro- 
lina, Judge Charles Devens of Massachusetts, 
the Hon. Randall L, Gibson of Louisiana, Chiet 
Justice M. W. Fuller of Washington, and Gen- 
eral Agent J. L. M. Curry of Richmond, Va. 
The proceedings were opened with prayer by 
Bishop Whipple, after which Chairman Win- 
throp delivered the annual address. He said: 
“More than twenty-two years have now passed 
away since I Bet a4 is trust at the hands of Mr. 
Peabody and united with him in the ‘selectior and 
organization of this board. During this period we 
have distribated more than $1,800,000 from our in- 
come among twelve Southern states, and the results 
have far exceeded any estimation in money. Sbouild 
it be decided to discontinue the trust at the time 
suggested by its founder, only eight years more 
will remain before the distribution of the principal. 
I may@ot anticipate having any voice in that de- 
cision. 1 cannot help reflecting, however, how 
happy it woula be if Mr. Peabody’s rightful expeo- 
tations could in the meantime be realized by the 
amicable settlement of al) claims and controversies 
involved in his noble endowment and if all the 
States contemplated in the endowment could be 
included when the account shall be finally ‘made 


uP: Meanwhile it behooves us to make the most of 
the time which remains and of the resources within 
our command. Beyond all question, the want of 
adequate free common school education for all the 
children of all races in all parts of our land is the 
crying evil of our country at this moment. It is a 
national evil—not merely a localone. Republican 
and can have, no other sure 
foundation than intelligence and education. Uni- 
versal suffrage imperatively demands universal in- 
struction. * * * Adense cloud of illiteracy still 
overshadows large parts of our land. The day is 
not distant when some adequate remedy for this 
great evil cannot longer be postponed.” 

The report of General Agent J. L. M. Curry of 
Richmond, Va., which was a chief feature of the 
meeting, gave an account of his work and the 
results of the expenditure of thefund. He had 
visited West irginia, Arkansas, Tennesses, 
Alabama, Georgia, South Carolina, and North 
Carolina, and found increased interest in educa- 
tion ineach of these States. The South has 
taken from its earnings since the war $122,000,- 
000 and devoted it toschoels. The Peabody 
education fund has been an adviser, guide, aud 
auxiliary in accomplishing this grand result. 
The Peabody fund has also contributed toward 
encouraging and developing industrial educa- 
tion. Mr. Curry spoke of the work of Teachers’ 
Institutes and of the Normal College in Nash- 
ville, which he says “justifies your friendly lib- 
erality.” In conclusion he gave a detailed state- 
ment of the distribution of the income of the 
Peabody fund eince Oct. 1, 1888. The total 
amounts going to each State were as follows: 

Alabama, $8,375; Arkansas, $4,060; Georgia, 
$4,553; Louisiana, $5,725; MNorth Carolina, 

86,335; South Carolina, $9,932; Tennessee, 

15,718; Texas, $3,800; Virginia, $6,750; West 
Virginia, $4,385. Total. $69,633. 

Treasurer J. Pierpont Morgan presented his 
report, which was referred to the Auditing Com- 
mittee. 

The resignation of the Hon. Alexander H. H. 
Stuart of Virginia as Trustee was received. He 
was the oldest member of the board, being 
about eighty-three, but leaves two associates 
on the board, viz., the Hon. Robert C. Winthro 
and the Hon, Hamilton Fish, each of whom is 
over eighty. To fillthe vacancy caused by Mr. 
Stuart’s resignation the Hon. William Wirt 
Henry of Richmond, Va., was elected. ‘The res- 
ignation of Gen. Henry R. Jackson of Georgia 
was also received, and Judge R. B, Sommerville 
of Alabama elected in his place. These changes 
madé new committee appointments necessary, 
and they were made as follows; 

Execute Committee.—Rutherford B. Hayes of 
Ohio, James D. Porter of Tennessee, Chief Justice 
M. W. Fuller of Washington, William A. Courte- 
nay of South Carolina, Charles Devens of Maasa- 
chusetts, and Chairman Wintrop, ex-oilicio. 

Finance Committee.—William M. Evarts, Hamil. 
ton Fish, and Grover Cleveland of New-York; A, J. 
Drexel of Pennsylvania, Randall L. Gibson of 
Louisiana, and Treasurer Morgan, ex-officio. 

The meeting adjourned until the first Wednes- 
day in October, 1890, 

At 7:30 last evening the Trustees and their 
wives and two or three invited guests sat down 
to a banquet, There were no speeches,

lhnomediately after the trial these instruments 
were returned to the Brooklyn Navy Yard, 
tested again, and found to be correct. As to 
the indicator cards obtained during the four 
hours’ run, members of the board were able to 
approximate very closely to the result before 
every card was worked¢up. As in the York- 
town’s trial, the horse-power development was 
approximated by several members of the board 
immediately after the run to within an amazing 
degree of accuracy. Navy officers cannot be- 
lieve these rumors current regarding the Balti- 
more. That the navy engineers aboard of 
the big cruiser should be so tar out on 
their approximated results from the real re- 
suits afterward worked up by them is some- 
eee | they cannot readily credit. As to the 
speed showings made by the Baltimore, it 1s

MEN ANXIOUS TO RECOVER 
A VALUABLE WRECK. 


The deep-water tugboat men of this city are 
very much interested just at present in an en- 
terprise tor which the. Marine Underwriters of 
Boston have offered a big reward. This enter- 
prise is no less than putting out to sea, finding 
and bringing into port the capsized and aban- 
doned bark Frieya, with her cargo, consisting 
of $170,000 worth of turpentine. The Frieya is 
a Norwegian vessel, and left Savannah Aug. 25 
bound for the other side of the Atlantic. ‘he 
gale.of the first part of last month struck the 
Friefa and capsized her. Her crew were taken off 
by the bark Sorrideren, Capt. Johnsen, on Sept. 
11, and were brought to Lewes, Del. Since that 
time nothing has been heard from the Frieya. 

As s00n as the news reached Lewes that such 
a Valuable cargo was probably floating about in 
the Gulf Stream the tugs Argus and Battler, 
both of which happened to be lying at Norfolk 
put out in search of the bark. They cruised 
high and low and were at last obliged to return 
for provisions. The underwriters now offer a 
Prize of $25,000 for the delivery of the turpentine 
safe in port, and the Argus and Battler, which 
belong to Peter Wright & Sons of Philadelphia, 
will again try to find the derelict. The exact 
position in which the bark was abandoned is 
not known, and consequently the search for her 
will be a very Jong and discouraging one proba- 
bly,if not an entirely hopeless task. The tug Luck- 
enbach of New-York. which has very powerful 
triple expansion engines, will also start out on 
the hunt in a few days, and her Captain, Harry 
Williamson, hopes to land the prize.

A VIOTIM OF THE GALE, 
THE STEAMSHIP £ARNMOOR. ..GOES 
DOWN WITH MOST OF HER MEN. 


According to a brief and meagre dispatch re- 
ceived yesterday at the Maritime’Exchange the 
British steamship Earnmoor foundered during 
the great zale on Sept.5, and carried down 
with her her. Captain and most of her crew. 
The Earnmoor left Baltimore Aug. 29 witha 
full cargo, bound for Rio Janeiro, She must 
have met with the worst of the storm which 
raged along our coast a week or two later. 
Although a fine vessel, built with great care, 
and divided into water-tight compartments by 
six bulkheads, she succumbed to the heavy sea 
on Sept. 5. Her cammander, Capt. Richard J. 
Gray, an old and exgerienced officer, went 
down with the ship or else was lost after taking 
to the lifeboats, The news of the disaster was 
brought to Nassau by the survivors, who were 
‘rescued and landed there by the schooner Mos- 
eben Sept. 30. The sav are First Officer 

alnter, Second Engineer Medrume, and five of 
the craw, whose names were not mentioned in 
yesterday’s dispatch. Nothing is said about the 
particulars of the vessel’s loss. 

The Earnmoor was what is commonly known 
among sailors as a “tramp steamer,” that is, 
not running regularly between any. definite 
points, but taking cargoes like sailing vessels, 
wherever opportunity offered. She was in New- 
York during. the month of July, leaving here 
Juiy 18 for La Guayra, whence she returned to 
Baltimore; and sailed on Aug. 29 to Rio 
Janeiro. Her agents in Baltimore are the Jo- 
seph R. Fourd Transportation Company. The 
vessel itself belongs to the Earn Line Steamship 
Company (Limited) of Philadelphia. 

The Earnmoor hailed trom Newcastle, where 
she was built for A. Earnshaw in 1887. She 
was soneera of steel, was 280 feet long, 36 
feet beam, and 23 feet depth of hold. Her ton- 
nage was 1,320. She was built by the Inglis 
Palmer’s Company (Limited.) Later dispatches 
received from her agents in Baltimore con- 
tirmed the report of the Earnmoor's loss, but 
added few particulars. The surviyors who 
have been mentioned arrived at their port of 
safety in a dying condition, The cargo of the 
Earnmoor consisted of 86,000 bushels of Wheat 
with a large quantity of miscellaneous merchan- 
dise, valued at $70,700; it was insured, The ves- 
sel was valued at $135,000 and had insurance 
on her for $120,000, The names of her officers, 
besides the Captain, who are supposed to have 
been lost, are Second Officer Stone and First 
Engineer Sander. Twenty-six lives are reported 
to have been lost, twenty-three of them being 
firemen, stewards, and seamen. 


TANNER COMES TO TOWN. 


A POSSIBLY SIGNIFICANT VISIT FROM

When Kay, Hedges, and McDonald had left, 
the callers flocked to Tanner’s room, but lin- 
gered only long enough to grasp his hand. 
After they had gone the Corporal was seen by 
a TIMES reporter, but refused to divulge the 
object of his visit or why the conclave had 
taken pe with Kay, Hedges, and McDonald. 
He declined to discuss recent events generally, 
but positively denied that he had come on here 
to secure the office of United Statas Marshal 
for the Brooklyn district. The Corporal had a 
tired, worn-out look. He said he did not 
care to talk on any subject whatever relating 
to himself. He left the city yesterday after- 
noon by the Pennsylvania Railroad on the 3:40 
train tor Washington.

GUESTS DELIGHTED. 
DELEGATES TO THE INTERNATIONAL 
AMERICAN CONGRESS REACH JERSEY 
CITY AND LEAVE FOR WEST POINT. 


The delegates to the International American 
Congress started off on the forty days’ tour 
tendered them by the United States Govern- 
ment yesterday. “They left Washington at 8:15 
A. M., came or to Jersey City, and from there 
went on to West Point to assist in the cere- 
monies incidental to the presentation of por- 
traits of Gens. Sheridan and Sherman to the 
Military Academy. 

The progress made in railroading must have 
been strongly impressed upon the Central and 
South Americans at the start, for never was 
traveling done in more regal style than that 
which the congress will enjoy during their ex- 
tensive tour. Tne train was due at Jersey City 
at 1:45 o’clock. It did not arrive until 3:20, 
owing to a break in the engine the other side of 
Baltimore. It is the handsomest train ever put 
on the rails, not excepting that prepared for the 
Presidential party to come on to the recent 
Washington Centennial celebration. 

There were seven cars, all vestibulea and 
fresh from the Pennsylvania shops, glittering 
like mirrors in their coats of gilt and varnish, 
with burnished brass trimmings. The first was 
&@ composite car, the Esperanza, containing the 
baggage compartment, the dynamo furnishing 
incandescent lights to the train, the bathroom, 
the barber’s shop, tue smoking room, and the 
brary. Behind this was the dining car Wind- 
sor, and then five Pullman cars—the Russia, 
Japan, India, Columbus, and Washington. In 
gilt letters on the first car was painted: “ In- 
ternational American Congress, Pennsylvania 
Special.” 

The splendor of the interior decorations was 
well--nigh palatial. Choice inlaid woods, blended 
in perfect harmony, formed the sides and tops. 
The furniture of mahogany and rosewood was 
upholstered with exquisite plushes and Orient- 
ally designed fabrics. In every nook and 
cranny was a piece of bric-’-brac or a pot of 
flowers. A small army of employes are aboard, 
and if a delegate wants any one of the hun- 


dred things calculated to make the heart of man 
rejoice, all he needs do is to touch a bell, ask 
for it, and it svill be forthcoming as quickly as 
if the traveler were putting ups at the finest 
New-York hotel. As a host Uncle Sam has 
proved himself to be an entertainer whose 
prodigality is only equaled by the good taste 
everywhere displayed. 

The trip on from Washington was without in- 
cidents other than a Junch, which was really a 
banquet, and the annoying but unavoidable de- 
lay. Thetrain only pulled into the Pennsyl- 
Vania station to change engines and take on 
board Collector Erhardt, Appraiser Cooper, and 
ex-Judge Horace Russell. W. E. Curtis, repre- 
senting the State Department, had charge of 
the party, which included Secretary Proctor, 
Gen, Kelton, Col. Barr, John M. Carson, W. H. 
T. Hughes, Walker Blaine, and a score of news- 
paper correspondents.

and lay deputies was called by Secretary, 
the result of the viva voce voting being as fol- 
lows: Of the 48 clerical deputations recorded 
45 voted in favor, 2 aga’nat, and 1 was divided 
on the question, while of the 46 lay deputations 
43 voted in favor and 3 in ggg thereto, 
The vote being announced, the President de- 
olared the resolution adopted by the concurrent 
vote of the two branches of the House of Depu- 
ties, « 

The second resolution was concurrently 
adopted by the vote of 48 clerical depptations 
and 44 lay deputations in favor to 1 clerical 
deputation against the proposition, This 
change provides that the minister shall always 
begin the morning prayer by reading one or 
more of the prescribed sentences of Scripture; 
that on any day not a Sunday he may omit the 
exhortation following, saying instead thereof, 
* Let us humbly confess our sins unto Almighty 
God,” and may end the morning prayer with 
the coliect for grace and Second Corinthians 
xili, 14; also, that on any day when the holy 
communion is immediately to follow the min- 
ister may, at bis discretion, pass at once from 
the sentences to the Lord’s Prayer, first pre- 
nouncing **The Lord be with you.” 

On the third resolution providing for the addi- 
tion of opening sentences for the order of daily 
morning prayer suitable to special occasions, 


. seasons, and festivals, such as Advent, Christ- 


mas, Epiphany, Good Friday, Easter, Ascen- 
sion Lay, Whitsunday, and Trinity Sundays, the 
Rev. J. Lewis Parkes of Connecticut, couch- 
ing his objections in a high, strident tenor 
voice, begged for the privilege of debate. The 
sentences proposed, he argued, were very good 
for texts to preach from, but they would 
be found difficult to be read from the chancel 
by many who were proposed to be charged with 
that ecclesiastical obligation. Tne Rey. Dr. 
Parkes’s earnest plea passed unheeded by the 
house, which at once pruceeded to adopt the 
resolution by concurrence of both orders, but 
ten of the forty-nine clerical and six of the 
forty-five lay deputations voting in the neg- 
ative, 

The next succeeding resolution, providing 
that atthe endoft the canticles prescribed in 
the rubric for the order of morning prayer, 
may be, and at the end of the whole portion or 
selection from the Psalter shall be, sung the 
** Gloria Patri,” impelled the inquiry on the part 
ofa numper of, delegates as to whether the 
contemplated change restricted the use of the 
“Gloria in Exeelsis.” The proposed alteration 
was adopted; clerical vote, 47 affirmative, 2 
negative; lay vote, 45 in the atfirmative, 

In moving the passage of the fifth resolution 
the Rev. Dr. Huntington stated that it was 
wholly pro forma, as it merely transposes the 
* Benedictus” and * Jubilate” in the morning 
service. The resolution was promptly adopted. 
The sixth resolution, relating io the prayers 
succeeding that for the President of the United 
States, provoked no discussion, the 49 clerical 
and 47 lay deputations answering to roll cail 
voting unanimously in the affirmative. The 
incorporation of additional sentences in the 
order for evening prayer, corresponding with 
the third resolution, was agreed to by the adop- 
tion of resolution seven by a vote of 48 cleriea! 
deputations in the affirmative and 1 in the neg- 
ative, the 47 lay deputations voting 39 in favor, 
7 in opposition, and 1 being diviced. 

The eighta resolution, substituting a rubric 
providing for the use of the litany on Sundays, 
Wednesdays, and Fridays, and on ember days 
and rogation days, also on any day in Lent at 
the discretion of the minister, and that it may 
be omitted altogether on Christmas Day, Easter 
Day, and Whitsunday, wae rejected by a vote 
of 19 clerical and 22 lay deputations in the 
negative to 25 and 22 in the attirmative, re- 
spectively, on the ground that the proposed 
change tended tu abridge the individual liberty 
of every priest in the Church. 

At this poigt, the bour for the close of the 
morning session having been some time past, 
the convention made haste to accept the invi- 
tation, introduced by consentof the Rev. Dr. 
MoVicker,. to attend a recepiion and lunch at 
the Academy ot Music, extended by the Home 
and Foreign Missionary Board, on Thursday, 
Oct. 10, and immediately thereafter rose for re- 
ceas. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

At the reconventng of the convention the Rev. 

Dr. Hankeu of Virginia requested that all the 


hew dioceses anxious to become part of the 


present assembly at once make their applica- 
tions for admission 60 that the committee could 
act upon al! these applications atonce. As Dr. 
Huntington’s Prayer Book revision was still be- 
tore the house, he surrendered the fioor for the 
new delegations to submit their formal applica- 
tiens, and moved, the motion being passed, that 
these gentlemen be permitted to take seats 
among the delegates until tinal action on their 
application. Then were presented applications 
trom Missouri, the upper peninsula of Michi- 
gau, Colorado, the lower part of California, 
ana Eastern California, hen these were sub- 
mitted the Rev. Dr. Benedict of Cincinnati 
desired to present the report of the Com- 
mittee on Hymnal. He deciared that a revision 
with expurgations and additions seemed to be 
necessary, inasmuch asa great number of the 
present hymns are now never used, whereas 
there have been written many which would diz- 
nity any book of religious song. He was about 
to read his report and submit a biz scrap book 
tilled with hymns, when Dr. Huntington inter- 
rupted and remarked that he surrendered the 
floor not for the reading of the report, but for 
the purpese of gettiog 1t before the house. It 
was, after a brief discussion iu which Dr. Bene- 
dict oo hang in Dr. Huntington’s objections, 
concluded that the hymual be taken up for final 
action next Tuesday, at 11 A. M. 

This settied to general satisfaction, the changes 
in the Prayer Book reveived continued dis- 
cussion. Resolution Ne. 9, which required that 
in prayers and thanksgivings upon several oc- 
casions te omit the present rubric “ to be used 
before the two final pfayera of morning and 
evening service,” and to be used before the 
general thanksgiving or before the final prayer 
of blessing or the benediction. There was a 
short discussion coucerning this, because it was 
believed it was mandatory, but it was tinally 
passed with a single objection from the Diocese 
ot Fond du Lac and another from the lay dele- 
gation of Newark. : The resolution was adopted 
with a clerical vote of 48 yeas, 1 nay, and a lay 
vote of 44 yeas and 1 nay. 

The following resolution to transfer the prayer 
to be used at meetings of the convention to a 
piace immediately after the prayer fur Con- 
«ress, anu to change the words “ councils” to 
“council,” and omit the word “ present’ in the 
two places where it occurs, provoked no discus- 
sion, Newark only voting in the negative, the 
ballot standing: Clerical delegation, 48 yeas, 1 
nay; iay delegation, 46 yeas, 1 nay. 

similar agreement was found upon the mov- 
ing of a vote on Resolution 11 which provided 
thatin prayers and thankegivings, to insert the 
word “thanksegivings” the rubric which shall 
place the prayer aiter the general thanksgiv- 
ing or before the final prayer of blessing or the 
benediction. The vote of adoption was unani- 
mous, Resolution 12 was reserved from action 
because the mover believéd it would pravoke 
Giscussion, so the fvllowing alteration was 
taken up: It provided for additional offertory 
sentences in the order for the administration of 
the Lord’s Supper.

Resolution 14 provided for the insertion of a 
few explanatory sentences in the rubric imme- 
diately before the prayer for Christ’s Church 
militant, in the Order for the Administration of 
the Lord's Supper. vrof. Hart of Connecticut 
explained the purely commentative charaeter 
of the change, and the resolution was passed by 
a clerical vote of 49, or unanimous assent, and 
alay vote of44 yeas and l nay, Just as this 
was announced the Secretary of the House of 
Bishops appeared with two messages, the first 
announcing that that body had passed the reso- 
lutions numbered 1, 2, and 3, and the second that 
it had passed those numbered from 4 to 18, in- 
clusive. ‘This provoked considerable amuse- 
tent, the celerity of the right reverend fath- 
ers being regarded With some little satis- 
faction to those chiefly interested in 
the passage of the changes in the 
Prayer Book. There was a disposition to 

ass the intervening resolutions en dioc, but Dr. 
Hrantingtos called a halt, however, by declaring 
tha. at the last convention that bedy was ad- 
vised by high authority that the lower house 
must pase the chauges separately, or the action 
would have no weight. Therefore it would not 
do to imitate the enthusiastic approval by the 
Bishops. Thereupon Resolution 15, which pro-

This was not a matter of dog- 
ma, but of personal honor. When the move- 
ment for revision began it was the expressed 
understanding that no matter of doctrine or 
of disciple should be toached. He was in 
honor bound to adhere to that obligation. His 
objection was not to the doctrine, but to the 
compulsory use of the Nicene-Creed in public 
service. é 

The Hon. 8. Corning Judd, LL. D., of Chicago 
created a mild sensation by passionately declar- 
ing that the Nicene Creed, as it existed in the 
Prayer Book, was simply a Roman Catholic 
creed, Tocompel the Nicene Creed to be re- 
cited in public services would result in untold 
harm to the Episcopal Church in America.

10 HVADE ANTI-TRUST LAWS. 


A NEW AND GIGANTIC COMBINATION TO 
BE FORMED. 


St. Louis, Oct. 3.—The Republic states tuis 
morning that a big scheme is on foot and will 
probably be consummated in a few days to 
evade the anti-trust laws of this and other 
States. The plan is said to have been evolved 
by Alderson Gratz of the firm of Warren, Jones 
& Gratz of this city, who are at the head of the 
Jute Bagging Trust, and embraces the organiza- 
tion of the American-Manufacturing Company of 
New-York, incorporated under the laws of that 
State, and which will stand as the single repre- 
seatative of what has been a svore or more of 
jute bagging companies. 

All of the-e companies are to go out of exist- 
ence and their piants are to become the actual 
property of the new organization, thus chang- 
ing from @ trust or cumbine to the more com- 
plete form of monopoly, a gigantic single com- 
_pany which will own all the jute-bagging 
factories of the country and which will pave 
complete control of prices and not be amenable 
to the anti-trust laws. Tne capital of the com- 
‘pany 1s placed at $3,000,000, and 1t 18 said that 
officers of the company will be elected this week 
and the working machinery of the organization 
be put in operation as speedily as possibie. 








FOREIGN NAVAL NOTES. 


The blocks are being prepared at Portsmouth 
dockyard for laying the keel of the first-class 
battle ship Royal Sovereign. She is to be a bar- 


bette ship, 380 feet long by 75 feet beam, and 
wilt displace 14,150 tons. Her machinery will 
indicate 13,000 horse power under forced 
draught and 9,000 horse power under natural 
draught, which it is expected will drive her 
17.5 knots an hour under forced and 16 knots 
an hour under natural draught. Her draught 
of water will be 27 feet 6 inches, the same as 
thatof the Tra.algar. Her armament will be 
tour sixty-sevel-ton guns, ten six-inch breach- 
loading guns, twenty-four six-pounders 
and three-pounder quick-firing guns, tive tor- 
pedo tubes abuve water, and two submerged 
tubes. A belt of eightecn-Inch armor, 819 feet 
deep, will extend over two-thirds,of her length, 
At the ends of the belt are traverse armored 
bulkheads, and a three-inch steel deck is 
fitted above it, while a protective under-water 
deck extends from the armor belt to the bow 
and stero. The battery above the armor is pro- 
tected by five-inch armor and screen bulkheads. 
The freeboard at the end of the vessel is to be 
eighteen feet, and the height of the neavy guns 
above the water is to be twenty-three feet, 
During the late British manwuvres, the Cap- 
tains of the new ships that were employed were 
directed to note all defects in regard to venti- 


lation, coaling arrangements, and so forth, and 
report on any suggested improvements that 
. might occur to them. These reports were duly 
sentin, and are now being considered, and itis 
velieved that one of the most useful resuits of 
the mane@uvres will be the adoption of altera- 
tion that will tend to make the British 
war vessels more valuable and effective, 
Lhe reports from the Nymphe regarding her 
conduct during the naval manwuvres state that 
the ventilation on board was so defective that 
112° was the usual temperature in the engine 
room, while in the bunkers 180° was recerded, 
with the result that the coal became ignited. 
The excessive heat in this instance was caused 
vy the close proximity of the bunkers to the 
boilers and the absence of sufficient packing in 
the latter. : 
Speaking of the newdry dock just opened at 
Halitax, the United Service Gazette says it will 
be of great servise to the ships of tne Royal 


Navy, and is one of a series. which the Admi- 
ralty bave desired to see built at various forti- 
fied stations throughout the world. To some of 
these actual pecuniary assistance has been 
given%rom imperial funds. Hitherto any large 
iron-clad in. the Atiantic has been unabie to be 
repaired except after a voyage home, but now 
Halifax will be able to take the largest battle 
ship. At Hong-Kopg and Singapore there are 
now similar establishments able to undertake 
any ordinary repairs to men-of-war, and it’is 
expected that before long Bombay and the 
Cape of Good Hope will be similarly equipped. 

It was stated lately in THE TimeEs that the 
British were about to allow warrant officers an 
opportunity to obtain commissions. It is now 
learned that the Whitehall people contemplate 
giving warrant officers the command of gun- 
boats stationed round the cost, and also piac- 
lng them in charge of coast guard divisions. 





A STRIKE ORDERED OFF. 

The Board of Walking Delegates yesterday 
ordered the atrikes off the Union Trust Com- 
pany’s building and other buildings where ma- 
terials bought of Peck, Martin & Co. were used. 
The workmen themselves were very glad to re- 
turn to work, and said that they had struck in 
obedience to the unions and not because they 
themselves cared whether Peck, Martin & Co.’s 
materials were used. The walki delegates 
said that the resumption of work is merely a 
truce, and that they would continue the fight 
against the firm until they compelled it to em- 
ploy union men exclusively. The members of 
the firm, however, regard the result of the 
strike as @ victory for themselves, and do not 
intend to interfere with their men as long as 
they do their work properly. They do not care 
whether the men Join the unions or not. 





PUT THE VESSEL IN PERIL. 

Capt. O'Brien of the steamer Caroline Miller 
yesterday filed a complaint with the Steamboat 
Inspectors, charging his Chief Engineer and 
the assistant with having put the vessel in dan- 
gerin the last voyage to Hayti, and having 
caused great delay and inconvenience in 
managing her. Engineer Robert Hamilton 
and his assistant, William Hull, Capt. O’Brien 
says, broached the ship’s stores and got glort- 
ously drunk, so that the voyage to Hayti was 
full of peril to the vessel and. those on boara. 
As soup as a Haytian port was reached, he says, 
he had the men arrested, but they were dis- 
charged. He was obligea then to get along 
with inexperienced ergineers who were the 
only ones he could find. Tne board, he thinks, 
ought to do something in the matter. 


THE J. J. MURPHY ROWING OCASE. 

Boston, Oct. 3.—The celebrated J. J. Murphy 
case came up last night before the New-Eng- 
,land Amateur Rowing Association. James 
8. Aborn of Providence offered a series of 


resolutions expressing regret at the evident 
discourtesy to the National Rowing Associa- 
tion implied in permitting Murphy, who had 
been disqualified from the latter organization, 
to participate in a senior single-scull race of 
the New-England Association Sept. 2. 

Eugene Buckley and Murphy were handled 
without gloves. They were then allowed to re- 
ply, but when the club adjourned to Monday 
the case Was unsettled,

a RING RULE 





“JUSTIOL” MADH TO ORDER 
BY TWO OFFICIALS. 
HOW THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY AND 
THE SHERIFF USE THEIR OFFICES 
FOR THEIR PERSONAL BENEFIT. 


Itisone of the consequences of ring rule in 
Hudson County, N. J., that the administration 
of justice has been to a considerable extent cor- 
rupted. There is no attack upon the State Judi- 
ciary, but the authorities of Jersey City now 
give very little assurance either of the punish- 
ment of the guilty or the protection of the inno- 
cent. The reputable citizen, going before the 
Grand Jury to testify against an influential law 
breaker, !s likely enough to find himself indict- 
ed for his pains on a technical or trumped-up 
offense. And if indicted he may be sure that 
the machinery of the law will be used for bis 
conviction. For, while Sheriff Davis selects the 
jurymen and is undoubtedly able to use them as 
he chouses, the fees of the District Attorney de- 
pend on the convictions he secures, and District 
Attorney Charles H. Winfield is reputed to be as 
eager for fees as any man who ever held the 
office. 

The laws of New-Jersey present especial op- 
portunities for just the sort of perversion of 
justice that is now going on in Hudson County. 
The evil of them has long been seen and appre- 
ciated. Indeed, the Legislature has once 
changed them. But through technicality or the 
pressure of dishonest influences they were 


changed back again, and now offer the very 
opportunity that such men as Davis and Win- 
field are ready to take advantage of. 

One of these laws gives the Sheriff the ‘‘ selec- 
tion’ of the Grand Juries and the * drawing” of 
the petit juries. The purpose ef the iaw was 
originally well enough. It is well understood 
that a Grand Jury should be composed of hon- 
orabie meu, with intelligence enough to distin- 
guish wrong from right, and force of character 
enough to maintain their honest opinions. It 
appears to have originally been thought that 
such men would be secured by letting the Sher- 
iff, who is ‘thé right arm of the law,” pick 
them out. While the Sheriff was a scrupulous 
man this worked very well. Under Sheriif Cro- 
nin and many of his predecessors the Grand 
Juries of Hudson County were made up of men 
ot exceilent character. To be drav n upon them 
was a distinction good citizens might covet. 
But when Davis cawe into oifice this practice 
was largely changed. He showed no interest in 
the public weliare, but a great deal of interest 
in private manipulauon. The Grand Juries of 
his selection, while they have contained some 
pen names, have always been understood to 

ave @ majority which Davis could control. 

In the September Grand Jury there are twen- 
ty-four names, a few of them of good men, 
some of very obscure men who are not easily 
placed, but the remainder office holders and 
well-known adherents of the ring. Among 
these are Peter T. Donnelly, ex-Assemblyman 
and Alderman; James ©. Clark, buiiding in- 
spector, who has been three times on the Grand 
Jury this yeur; Henry K. Van Horn, Aiderman; 
Simon Kelly, the “boss” of Weeiawken and 
President of its Council; William H. Herbert, 
who keeps @ cigar store with @ poker room at- 
tachment On Jersey-avenue, open to the public 
at ali umes; Michuel Coyle, a “dive” keeper, 
and Frederick Kissam, who joined the reform 
movement apparently to betray it, and when 
expelled éame out in a screed 
paper intended to do it injury. Noone doubts 
that Davis can control enuugh of this Grand 
Jury to indict an innocent man or let off a 
guilty one if he chooses to do sg. 

Lhe petit juries are drawn by chance by the 
Sheriff from a ‘box intended to contain the 
names of citizens liable to jury duty taken im- 
partially. But it is noticed that the names 
which come out contain a large percentage of 
Davis's tovis, .nd some believe tbat very few 
others are putin, thuugh they muss be put in 
in the presence of the court. 

The evil results of this jury system became so 
apparent in 1888 that the Republican Legis- 
lature was induced to change it, and passed a 
law creating two Jury Commissioners, one of 
each party, to draw the juries. These Commis- 
sioners were elected by the Legislature in juint 
session, and Hudson County secured two repu- 
table men. The result was a great improvement 
in the character of the Grand Juries, and some 
good work was done. The Grand Jury of last 
December, after an Investigation of the affairs 
of the county, made a presentment pointing out 
the loose manner in which the public business 
was conducted and the need for reform. lt also 
indicted the Buard ot Freeholders tor paying ex- 
travagant prices for suppiies, and indicted 
Michael Hennessy, a mewbder ofthe board, indi- 
vidualiy, 1or another oitense. Neither of these 
indictments resulted in couviction, and the pre- 
sentment did not result in improving the ad- 
ministration of public affairs, On the other hand, 
the ringsters, amazed and indignant at such 
straightiorward conduct by the Grand Jury, 
set to work to get the new jury law repealed. 
This was not difficult to accomplish, apparent- 
ly. The Legislature of 1889 and Gov. Green 
promptly assented to the ring’s demands, and 
tue selection of juries was put back in the 
hands of the Sberiif. 

The other of the two laws which make easy 
the perversion of justice in Jersey is that which 
makes the pay of the Distriet Attorney depend 
on the number of convictions he procures. For 
every conviction that olficial receives $15, for 
avery indicted person who pleads guilty he re- 
ceives $10. In case of acquittal ne receives 
Rone. The Grand Jury is supplied with 
cases for indictmeut, not only through th 
activity of the District Attorney, but through 
the acts of committing magistrates. The fees 
of these functionaries depend on the indictment 
of the committed persons, and they send up ali 
the cases they can. The District Attorney 
not only draws indictments against as 
many persons as he thinks he can  con- 
vict, Dut he is tempted to draw as 
many indictments against each offender 
ashecan. It happens, therefore, that a tre- 
mendous grist of indictments is secured at each 
Grand Jury session, and that, though ,the ot- 
fenses are mostly smail ones, there are two or 
three indictments for each offense. Thus, if a 
boy bas atolen a chicken, the District attorney 
may draw one indictment against him for the 
stealing, another for breaking down tue fence 
to get where the chicken roosted, and perhaps 
auother for trespass. If convicted on all three 
indictments the District Attorney gete three 
times $15 or $45 for prosecuting that boy. 

There are also indictments for technical 
offenses, and innocent people suffer annoyance 
and expense. The fact is that a large part of 
the cases that go to the Grand Jury, and out of 
which the Grand Jury gets indictments and the 
District Attorney convictions and fees, should 
have been disposed of by the Justice before 
whom they were first brought. A “*good Grand 
Jury’—.hat is, one which tries to please the 
otticialsa— has been known to return 400 indict- 
ments at a single session, 

Afew years ago before Davis was boss the 
county had a Grand Jury that refused to tina in- 
dictments in these petty cases, and threw out 
250 of them in a batch, but no one bas heard of 
any such thing being done recently. The pres- 
ent practice is demoralizing and expensive to 
the county. It often happens that @ poor laborer, 
who barely supports his tamily from day 
to day, sets into a row, and instead of 
having his case dealt with promptiy 
by a police Magistrate, goes through 
the process of indictment and conviction and is 
fined $5 or $10 and expenses, amounting to $30 
or $40. He cannot pay and goes to jail, to stay 
until it is thought best to reiease him. Mean- 
time his family is entirely without resources 
and has to be supported by the county. The 
system benefits po one but the recipients of the 
fees, and is demoralizing and promotes pauper- 
ism. A worse one could hardly be invented, 
and circumstances have recently combined to 
make it more unendurable than ever before. 

The Legislature of 1880 or 1881 was induced 
to pase a law making the District Attorneysnhip 
of Hudson County a salaried office. The salary 
was fixed at $7,000 a year. The result was an 
immediate and large decrease in the criminal 
business.. Bat the jaw did not stand. Under 
the fee system 1t is believed that the office can 


be made to yield well toward $12,000 a year. ~ 


A claim was therefore made that the new law 
making it salaried was unconstitutional, and it 
was quickly disposed of. The fee system was 
restored, and is believed to be ‘worked 
for all it is worth.” Davis's ability to 
control the juries, the fact that Winfiela 
is in perfect harmony with Davie, and 
the result of the workings of the law all tend 
to destroy confidenve in the administration of 
justice. District Attorney Winfield is admitted 
to be a man of a good deal of ability, but the 
Opinions expressed about his scrupulousness 
are very farfrom complimentary. He has held 
the office for a long time, being firat appointed 
for five years by Gov, Ludlow, whose personal 
friend he was, and reappointed by Gov. Green. 
On a fair ballot few people believe that Win- 
field .could be elected to his present oftice, 
strongly Democratic as the county ie. 

It 1s generaliy believed that if the Repubtlic- 
ans should elect a majority of the Legislature 
they would pass a law taking the power to 
select Grand Jurors out of the bands of the 
Sheriff and putting it in the hanus of Jury Com- 
missioners again. It was a Republican Legie- 
lature which did that thing before and a Demo- 
cratic Legislatare which undid it. Such a. law 
would undoubtediy be a great blessing to Hud- 
son County, and the prospect of securing it may 
properly have its weight with voters in select-

A NEW ART PROJEOT. 


AMBITIOUS AIMS OF THE AMERICAN 
FINE ARTS SOCIETY. 


The Board of Trustees of the American Fine 
Arta Society met for the first time since June 
last, at 10 West Twenty-third-street, yesterday 
afternoon, and discussed the advisability of tak- 
ing up the option they have on a piece of prop- 
erty on Forty-third-street, on which their pro- 
posed building could be erected. They finally 
determined to wait until they heard from Will- 
iam Rockefeller, to whom a letter has been sent 
explaining that the ground could be bought and 
@ suitable edifice erected for $210,000, and 
that the society would guarantee for it a rental 
of $9,500 per year, that might be raised to 
$13,000 per year if the art galleries in it could 
be rented to other organizations when not neea- 
ed by the society. 

The American Fine Arts Society is an incor- 
porated body made up of the Society of Amer- 
ican Artists, the Architectural League, the Art 
Students’ League, the Society of Painters in Pas- 
tel, and the New-York Art Guild. Its object is 
to provide an editice devoted to purposes of 
art education and annual art exhibitions, and 
itis notarival of the Academy of Design. It 
promises, however, that many pictures that the 
Academy cannot now take, owing principally 
to lack of space, can find a place in the galleries 
of the society. 

The capital stock of the society is $50,000, 
and ninety-eight of ite members have applied 
for $40,000 of that amount. A fellowship fund 
has been organized in connection with the socle- 
ty, in which on the gy tae of $100 one may re- 
ceive a certiticate of life membership ana five 
season tickets to each year’s exhibitions.

GOELZ ON THE STAND. 








HIS TESTIMONY AGAINST GIBIJN TAKEN 
BEFORE THE REFEREE. 


Valentine Goelz, husband of the woman shot 
by Giblin, was put on the stand yesterday in 
the hearing before Referee Douras. He swore 
that the Nelson family, who owed him money, 
after the trial had asked him to take something 
off the bill because Fanny testified on the Goelz 
side in Giblin’s trial, and when he refused had 
declined to pay. He had never bribed the Nel- 
sons to testify against Giblin. 

The witness stated that he got a revolver 
from his brother John in February, 1889. He 
had never owned. a revolver before. That re- 


volver was stolen from him a month ago with 
some other articlés. It had never oceurred to 
him that that pistol would play any part in this 
investigation. 

Goelz told of his going to Giblin and telling 
him that the tive-dollar bill was a counterfeit. 
Giblin, he said, replied that he didn’t know any 
more about counterfeits than the stove. ihen 
he started for the door. He turned his face 
toward Goelz twice. Then he put his handin 
his back pocket and pullea out a revolver. 

“Do you mean to tell me,” demanded Mr. 
Steinhardt, ‘‘that that man got up quietly, 
witbout asking for the return of the bill, and 
without uttering any angry words, and then 
pulied out a revolver?” 

** Yes, sir,’’ said Goelz. 

Mr. Goeilz’s answers on a number of points 
differed from his testimony at the trial. 

Dr. E. J. Gallagher, who attended Goelz at 
St. Francis Hospital, and Capt. Seldon A. Day, 
an army officer, an expert on gunshot wounds, 
were both on the stand forafew minutes. The 
hearing will go on this morning.

Fairly well-authenticated reports from Bos- 
ton suggest that an income bond for nearly 


$100,000,000 may be one of the features of the 
Atchison reorganization scheme, The bearing of 
such a plan upon the value of the companys 
share capital does not inspire any specialiy new 
hopes in Wall-street; and bear speculators find 
it an easy matter to raid the quotations down- 
ward, An officer of the company says: ‘It is 
a good deal safer to buy Atchison than to sell it 
at present prices. Every possibile harsh feature 
in the proposed reorganization has already been 
doubly discounted.” 

The cotton oll quotation went down over 
three poiats, and sales were openly charged to 


the account of insiders. It is apparently for 
reasons not related to the company’s business 
Condition that current quotations droop. Four 
new Trustees are to be elected by this company 
on Nov. 1, which suggests two theories to the 
Street: One is that retiring Trustees may be 
hastening to peddle out their hoidings, and the 
other is that prospective Trustees are hammer- 
ing the market, seeking cheap stock. 


Sugar Trust quotations, since their recent big 
slump, have seemed to enjoy something like 
official protection, two or three bull pools hav- 
ing been organized by insiders. In yesterday’s 
warket, though, the price went off euasily 
enough to suggest that the new poois are not 


quite so hopeful as they have declared them- 
selves to be.
